They came ont determined once for all to read 
the invaders and enemies of their peace a lesson which they 
would remember—a lesson that they wanted none of them and 
their attempts to turn East London into a hell of warring 
hatreds. They had their way—at the cost of the principles 
which we and others had advocated. But at least let it be 
remembered that it was they who had felt the pinch of the shoe. 

On the long view, we believe their action to have been 
profoundly mistaken. But several important points instantly 
arise. The Fascists, as might have been exnected, cry out that 
the right of free speech has been trampled on. The cry is, in 
their mouths, a bogus one. A few weeks ago violent attempts 
were made to break up a procession of Jewish and non-Jewish 
ex-Servicemen, and the conduct of these fanatics for 
liberty has never, to our knowledge, been publicly disavowed 
by Sir OSWALD MOSLEY. Moreover, what, in any Case, 
does this claim to free speech amount to? It is a claim not so 
much to explain political opinions as to single out Jewish 
areas and therein to foster, by lies and insults, a state of strife 
in which humble traders are abused and assaulted, little children 
are taught to lisp “ down with the Jews,’ Jewish residents are 
afraid to leave their homes at night, and, as the Mayor of 
Bethnal Green has stated, it is impossible for peaceable 
citizens to walk the streets without fear of insult. The 
Fascist demand is one, not for free speech, but unlimited 
licence. It is the same demand that has- produced pogroms 
abroad, and the wrapping of it in language likely toappeal to the 
Briton’s traditional love of fair play isa piece of unadulterated 
humbug and hypocrisy. Much the same can be said of the 
claim to free assembly. Free assembly does not necessarily 
imply the liberty of uniformed men to march in military 
formation and with provocative manner through narrow and 
crowded streets inhabited by their intended victims. ‘The right 
to assemble in public meeting would be fully secured if men should

BAPTIST MINISTER'S TRIBUTE 
The Rev. H. EB. Spelman,.speaking at a Service held at the Brighton 
Road Baptist Church, south Croydon, said that the Jews were a wonderful 
race. 
All, through history they had been persecuted and vet t hey stall persisted. 
Not for long did the world go on without some eruption that tended to bury 
the Jewish people beneath the lava of prejudice, jealousy and hatred. Even 
so-called Christians might come to hate the Jews. Mr. Spelman gave reasons 
for the position of the Jews. It might be to some extent, he said, due to 
their own exclusiveness. Israel could boast of having been a favoured nation 
a chosen people—possessed of the oldest literature of the world: a nation 
whose destiny was bound up with the purposes of God, In that very fact 
lay a great temptation for themselves—a temptation into which they fell. 
That fact lay behind some of the persecution meted out to them. Mr. Spelman 
believed that the nations which despised and persecuted the Jews did so at their 
peril. Nations had been judged by their treatment of the Jews and it seemed 
to him that Germany was playing with fire im her senseless drive agains! 
them. “ We are all indebted to the Jews—Germany not excepted,” said Mr. 
Spelman. “ Their influence upon art, music and science has been beyond ow 
telling. They have given us -zreat statesmen, wreat financiers. You will 
smile at the last word and you will recall the bad side of this fact. And yet 


I wonder at times whether we owe nothing of our remarkable recovery to 
them.”

New Sheriffs of the City of London 


Alderman Pollitzer’s Installation 


ANCIENT CEREMONY AT THE GUILDHALL 

A Correspondent writes : 

The ceremony of formally admitting the new Sheriffs for the City 
of London (Alderman F. J. C. Pollitzer and Mr. Charles J. H. McRea 
U.C.) was held last week with all the anment customary observance. 

The installation ceremony always attracts a large gathering inside as 
well as outside the Guildhall. The Lord Mayor (Su Perey Vincent) 
presided over a meeting of the Court of Aldermen, there beme a larg 
attendance of Liverymen. Sweet herbs were strewn on the hastings. In 
response to an mvitation of the Common Cner ‘‘to come forth and tak 
upon themselves the said office upon the pain and peril that would fall 
thereon,’ the Sheriffs Elect advanced to the front of the dais and made 
declarations. In these each undertook to: 

“truly and diligently execute the wood Laws and Statutes of this Realm 
and in all things well and truly behave myself in my office for the honour of 
the King, and the good of his subjects, and discharge the same according to 
the best of my skill and power.” “ Richt I will do,” the oath added, “as 
well to poor as rich, and good customs I will none break nor evil custome arrere; 
and the judgments and executions of my Court I will not tarry without cause 
reasonable, nor right will 1 none disturb. . ready will be at reasonable 
warning of the Mayor for keeping of the peace and maintaining the state of 
this City.” 

‘The Shenffis retiring from office took off their own chains and put 
the new chains upon the new Sheriffs. This completed the installation 
ceremony. The Sheriffs’ Inauguration ‘‘ Breakfast ’’ was subsequently 
held at Grocers’ Hall, the new Sheriffs entertaining over 200 guests. In 
accordance with custom, the Lord Mayor only presides at the admission 
of the Shenfis, but was not a quest at the *‘ Breakfast ’’ at which the 
two new Sheriffs jointly presided.

Mr. Spencer Furness (Master of the Loriners’. Company), responding 
to the toast of the Livery Companies, said that in places abroad, where 
people dared not speak their thoughts, this country was regarded as the 
home of liberty.

The first important public function of the new Sheriffs was their 
attendance, on the day following their installation, at the election of the 
Lord Mayor with whom they will servé in the coming year. Alderman 
Sir George Broadbridge was elected Lord Mayor for the ensuing Civic 
vear: and at the luncheon at the Mansion House, given in his and Lady 
Broadbridge’s honour, Mr. Alderman and Sheriff Pollitzer responded to the 
toast of ** The Court of Aldermen and the Sheriffs.’’ It is interesting to 
record that the Lord Mayor Elect, who will have a Jew as one of his 
Sheriffs, also had a Jew as his colleague when he served the office of 
Sheriff in 1933-4, namely Sir Samuel George Joseph, Alderman of the 
Portsoken Ward. They both had a busy Shrieval year. 

The Lord Mayor, the new Sheriffs, the Recorder and Aldermen 
attended the thirteenth Annual Dinner of the Portsoken Ward Club, 
held last week at the Holborn Restaurant. The Club has a large number 
of Jewish members who are traders in the Houndsditch, Minories and 
surrounding district. The quests were received by Mr. Hyman Jacobs, 
c.C., the President, who presided. Alderman Pollitzer responded to the 
Civie toast. Mr. Fredenck Rowland, C.C., gave the toast of the Club, 
congratulating Alderman Sir Samuel Joseph on his restoration to health 
and expressing the hope that he would live to be Portsoken’s own Lord 
Mayor.

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Obituary 


Mr. JESSE I. STRAUS (New York) 


The death is reported from New York of Mr. Jesse Isador Straus, 
& well-known figure in American public life, who passed away on 
Friday, after contrac ting 
pneumonia. 
Mr. Straus was born sixty-four 
vears ago in New York City, and 
was a son of Isidor Straus and 
Ida Blum Straus, who were lost 
in the “Titanic disaster. He was 
a nephew of the late Oscar Straus, 
former American Ambassador to 
Turkey, and ot the late Nathan 
Straus. The deceased was edu- 
cated at Sachs Pre paratvory 
School, and graduated from 
Harvard University in 1893. He 
began his career as a clerk in the 
Hanover National Bank, and then 
rioined the firm of Abraham and 
Straus in Brooklyn. In 1897, he 
hecame associated with 
Macey and Co., the largest cle part- 
ment store ith Ame rici, ana 
became a partner in the firm in 
1914, and its President since 1919 
Mr. Straus, who was an ardent and active Democrat, was appointed 
American Ambassador to France by President Roosevelt in March, 
1933, and continued in that post until a few months ago, when he 
resigned in consequence of ill health. He was a very close friend and 
adviser of President Roosevelt, and orgamsed the Roosevelt Business 
and Professional League, becoming its President. Mr. Straus was 
a member of the Board of Overseers ot Harvard University, and his 
public activities included the Chairmanslup of the Temporary 
Emergency Kelef Administration of New York State, 1931-32, and 
inembership of the New York State Comnussion for Revision of Tax 
Laws. He was at one time Chairman of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, and was a supporter of Jewish and non-Jewish philan- 
thropic institutions. In 1924, the deceased and his brothers, Percy 
and Herbert, contributed 300,000 dollars for a dormitory at Harvard 
In memory of their father, and in 1930, Mr. Straus gave a donation of 
25.000 dollars to New York University. In 1895. the deceased married 
Miss Irma 8. Nathan, of New York, who survives him, with a daughter 
and two sons.

Dr. ABRAHAM COHEN 


We regret to announce the death, which occurred on Thursday 
in last week at his residence, 14, Manstone Road, Cricklewood, of Dr. 
Abraham Cohen, at the age of cighty-five. 

Abraham Cohen was educated at Trinity College, Dublin. He 
was a member of the British Medical Association and held the degrees 
of M.A., M.D., and B.Ch. (Dublin University). For very many years, 
he had been Physician to the Jewish out-patients at the Metropolitan 
Hospital, Kingsland Road, and was its Senior House Surgeon and 
House Physician. He was formerly Hon. Medical Officer to the Jewish 
Convalescent Homes at Brighton and Norwood, and Hon, Superintend- 
ent of the Jewish Sabbath School. From 1886 to 1903. Dr. Cohen 
did valuable work as a member of the Jewish Board of Guardians and 
of its Sanitary Committee, and was Hon. Medical Officer to Jews’ 
College. He was the author of scientifie papers on “The Vitahty of 
the Jews” and “The Influence of Circumcision in the Prevention of 
Certain Diseases,” ete. He married Hannah. daughter of the late Dr. 
Asher Asher. The deceased, who was a member for many vears of 
the Hampstead Synagogue, was buried on Sunday at Willesden. 


Tue Late M. GUSTAVE KAHN 
Dr. ABRAHAMS writes: 


The death of the poet and writer, Gustave Kahn (bnefly reported in 
last week’s Jewisu CHRONICLE), revives the memory of a whole period of 
French literary history. Born in 1859, in Metz. Kahn studied in Paris, 
spent some years in North Africa, and then returned to Paris where he 
devoted himself to literature. The ‘‘ symbolist ’’ school was then young, 
vigorous and revolutionary. By 1887, Gustave Kahn was the author of 
no less than four volumes of poetry written in vers libre, a form which 
he claimed to have introduced into France. 
the first to use it deliberately, and he was also the most distinguished 
and influential exponent of its merits and its technique. Hardly less 
important than his work as poet and critic were his labours as founder 
or editor of several literary reviews, notable La Voour. Le Sy MBOLISTE 
and La Revue [xperenpventr, which published contributions from young 
authors such as Laforgue, Moréas, Rimbaud and many others whose 
names are well known to-day. Gustave Kahn was a voluminous writer, 
and a complete list of his verse, essays and fiction would fill much 
His later imaginative work was not equal to the collected ‘‘ Premiers 
poémes,’’ of 1887, or the charming prose ‘‘ Conte de l’or et du silence,’’ of 
1898, and of recent years he turned largely to art criticism. He took little 
interest in Jewish affairs until comparatively late in life. Kahn became 
Editor of the MENORAH in 1922. His “* Images bibliques ’’ (1922) and 

Contes juifs ’’ (1925) have been much admired in France, especially 
the former, a volume of verse written in the style of the earlier ‘‘ Livre 
es images ”’ (1897). Unfortunately, the Jewish writings of Gustave Kahn 
are difficult to obtain from London libraries. In 1902, Kahn wrote an 
interesting account of his personal memories of the stirring days of sym- 
bolism (““Symbolistes et décadents”). Public interest in vers libre has 
declined of late in France, and other literary schools have arisen inspired 
newer revolutionary ideas. Nevertheless, the ‘Premiers poémes’’ of 
Gustave Kahn retain numerous readers who admire their subtle harmonies, 


and the influence of Kahn’s work is to be traced in ma f th

We never like to fasten the blame 
upon ourselves for our sins. Adam pleaded that Eve, the woman 
whom God had given him, had tempted him.

it was shared by Kve and by God Himself.

Eve accused the serpent 
Human nature has a-skill in devising excuses 
for itself which it would never recogmse in others. We have differen‘ 
standards for ourselves and for others. We can see the fault in ou: 
neighbour and we'are often relentless in our judgment when another 
soul sins. But let sin crouch at our own door and invade our dwelling 
and persuade us to succumb to its wiles, then we are lavish in our 
inventions to prove that it 1s not ourselves who are to blame. God 
made summary condemnation of this art of subtle pretext. . The 
tempter and the tempted are guilty and the sinner must suffer. The 
sin of Adam was not the result of aJong and bitter eonflict of the 
soul with the weighing of mght and wrong, but a quick aquiescence 
in a course of conduct which he knew from personal warning ‘to be 
wrong. -We pride ourselves on our perilous privilege to choose in life ; 
if we make the worst ifistead of the best choice, let us remember tha! 
when the account is rendered it will not avail us if we seek to apportion 
the blame to other causes than our own wilful disobedience. Here is 
one of the fundamental principles of our Judaism which never ceascs 
to remind us that, as men and women, we are responsible for our own 
actions and that no man can deliver his neighbour. As God spoke t» 
the first man and guided him, so God speaks to us, and no intermediar\ 
between man and God will intervene for us, 

If we are tempted to ask why God put us into this world with al! 
its sin and its temptation, and why He ironically selected a beautifu! 
garden for man’s first home and allowed him to taste its glories for 
a brief space and then expelled him to exile, let us remember that 


we have no right to assume that God intended the human race to live 


for all time surrounded by nothing but comfort and ease, or to be 
protected on all sides from hunger and pain and sorrow. We mus‘ 
find some other working hypothesis to enable us to unravel the secre‘ 
of our living. Judaism warns us against seeking to pursue a course 
of ease and self-satisfaction or attempting to go through life always 
adopting the line of least resistance. We are invited to stand up to 
temptation, to face suffering, to pass through discipline and to conquer 
evil. When we speak of our heroes, or of the men and women who 
have made our history, we do not think of the quiet contemplative 
souls who have lived apart from the world secure in their own ease, but 
of those bold intrepid souls who have bravely gone forth to a life of 
trial and struggle to effect salvation. Judaism depicts life as a con- 
tinual striving on the part of man to approximate to the Divine. Not 
merely to acquire and to possess, but to spend and labour and in tho 
end to aspire to the imitation of God Who is holy. If the Torah 
begins with a Mitzvah—God made garments to clothe man in the 
Garden of Eden—and ends with a Mitzvah—God Himself buried 
Moses—what is this but the statement of the truth that all life is 
but the pursuit of Mitzvoth? From birth to death, man calls to his 
neighbour and his wants are our care. This is the meaning of tho 
imitation of God, and it is the secret of human happiness, If life is 
a continual ascent and the road is arduous, let us be sure that when 
we reach the goal we shall be satisfied that it was all worth while.

At this propitious moment, a Prime 
Minister, who is a Jew, comes on the scene in France—one of the 
great danger points. 


Here is the chance for the Jewish conspiracy 
to be forwarded. 


What better? But nothing ofthe sort. M. Blur, 
in the teeth of the opposition of his extremist followers, marsballs 
the nations in a great peace effort. With the greatest difficulty he 
brings them—including, after much effort, the Nazi Reich—into a 
self-denying agreement to stop the supply of arms and ammunition 
to the Spanish combatants, lest, as he contends, the war should 
spread. All the world, or most of it, breathes again: 


Who Are The War-Makers? 


Next, along comes Dr. Schacht from Berlin to Paris, bent on 
reducing Franco-German tension and, incidentally, doing a stroke 
of business for Germany's trade. Did the Jew, Blum, keep him at 


arm's length, intent on hastening avother war ?

' In so far as Dr. Schacht came as an ewissary of goodwill from 
Ilerr Hitler, he was certainly welcome ; it was, indeed, M. Blum him- 
seif who insisted that these conversations, once proposed from Berlin, 
should take place, and who defended his decision even at the cost of 
a brush with M. Thorez, the spokesman of his Communist supporters.’

From a recent paragraph in the EVENING STANDARD I gather 
that there are no fewer than twenty-eight Churches in London alone 
at which Services are conducted every Sunday entirely in Welsh.

I am not, in these 
remarks, discussing the question of Jewish specialisation or isola- 
tion (as it would be held by some to be). I am only concerned to 
point out that there is one law for Taffy and another for Aby.

Ministers Who Canvass for Congregants 


There is a practice among some Jewish Ministers in London of 
visiting the houses of Jewish residents in their district with a view 
to roping in the tenants as members of their Synagogues. To what 
extent it prevails, and whether it extends to the Provinces, I do 
not know.

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THE GREAT HOSANNA

For a full week, the pious Jew has dwelled in his booth, re-evoking 
thus the memory of the days when his fathers were agriculturalists and 
farmers, tilling the soil in the Land of Promise. Each day, in Syna- 
gogue, he has taken in 
his hand the stately 
Lulav and scented 
citron; so that, while 
the Hallel or thanks- 
giving psalms are 
recited, the building 
has looked almost like 
a Palestinian palm- 
grove. Then, towards 
the end of the Service, 
a Scroll of the Law is

“ Hosanna!” they cry, 
fervently, rustling the 
boughs. “ Hosanna ! 
Save us Now!” 

As the Suceoth-week draws to its. close, we are introduced to a 
different atmosphere. The observance ot Hiosanna Rabba -the Creat 
Hosanna—has unfortunately fallen into considerable neglect in this 
decadent age; but, for sheer picturesqueness, few occasions of the 
Jewish vear can vie with it. In origin, of course, it is bound up with the 
famous Feast of the Water-Drawing in the Temple of Jerusalem, which 
reached its climax on the seventh day. The stately courts were 
thronged throughout the night by an enormous festive throng; and 
even Rabbis of the profoundest learning did not disdain to perform 
torch dances before the eyes of the assembled multitude. Eve ry street 
of Jerusalem was lit up by the illumination from the giant golden 
candelabra, fed continually by young priests from vessels of oil. 
Libations of water were solemnly poured out round about the altar. 
“He who has not witnessed the joy of the Feast of Water-Drawing,” 
the old proverb ran, “does not know the meaning of joy.” 

Among the Sefardim, Hosanna Rabba has all the pomp and cir- 
cumstance of a major Holy Day. The beauty of the seven-fold circuit 
with Ethrog and Lulav, to the accompaniment of mysterious hymns 
and repeated blasts of the Shofar, 1s unforgettable. Among the 
Ashkenazim, too, the Synagogue catches an echo on this occasion—in 
its music, its vestments, its hymns—of the High Festivals which have 
just passed. For on this day, according to Rabbinical fancy, the 
yearly judgment, decreed on the New Year, and sealed on the Day ot 
Atonement, receives its final confirmation. Hence, the Halloth or 
special loaves for this day, as those for the eve of Kippur, were 
customarily made in the form of a ladder, symbolising the umon 
between earth and Heaven. And, according to the folk-lore of past 
ages, it was now possible to obtain an inkling of the Divine judgment. 
If a man was fated to die in the succeeding year, the shadow thrown 
by the moon on the night of Hosanna Rabba would be headless! 
Other family disasters were indicated by the absence of other parts 
of the body. In medieval Spain, those who wished to know what 
fortune had in store for them would wrap themselves in shrouds and 
go out to some spot where the light of the moon shone bniliantly. 
There they would strip themselves naked, and, stretching out their 
limbs, would timidly observe the results. This fantasy received 
artistic expression in the old Minhag-books, where the conventional 
scene for this occasion of the Jewish year is a man, with shadow in 
complete working order—save for the head, which is absent! 

This superstition had a curious extension. Since a man might 
always be confronted with a headless shadow on this night, many 
persons preferred to stay indoors from sundown to sunrise. It is 
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possible—though the point has been overlooked—that this is the 
origin of the Watch-Night Service which 1s still widely observed on 
this oceasion, when (as on the eve of Pentecost) select readings from 
the Bible and later literature are systematically studied; for, once 
they had come together, persons preferred to stay indoors, even at the 
price of their night’s rest. On the following day, of course, the dis- 
tinctive feature in the Synagogue is the little bundle of willow-twigs, 
which are held in the hand towards the close of the Service and then 
beaten on the benches. This, plainly, recalls the willow-boughs, which, 
ir. the Temple at Jerusalem, were set up by the side of the Altar. But, 
in later days of superstition, men furtively inspected their twigs before 
disearding them, imagining that the number of leaves still attached 
indicated the proportion of their sins which remained unatoned for! 

Generally speaking, the Jew prefers that material used for ritual 
purposes should not pass through non-Jewish hands, and still less be 
prepared by non-Jews. Hosanna Rabba provides a solitary exception. 
If no Jew went abroad on the previous night, liow could fresh willow- 
twigs be provided? Only by Gentiles: and it was regarded as proper 
that, though Ethrog and Lulav were prepared for use under Jewish 
supervision, the Aravah should be supplied by non-Jews. (Another 
possible explanation of this custom is, of course, that this was pre- 
seribed in order that the material for the performance of the Mitzvah 
should be formally acquired, and not, as might otherwise have been 
the case—informally appropriated) But, whatever the cause, this was 
good for trade. Within living memory, the streets of the Jewish 
quarter of Leghorn would be thronged, on Hosanna Rabba, by peasants 
selling little bundles of willow-twigs for synagogal use. When they were 
finished with, it was the custom in medieval Germany to burn them, 
and roast apples in the flames. The Rabbis did not quite approve ; 
they thought that it was derogatory. Instead, they recommended that 
they should be kept till the following spring (together with the willow- 
twigs in the Ludav) and used to light the fire in which the Matzoth 
were baked. Thus, the Jewish year was linked up, from harvest to 
seed-time and from seed-time to harvest, in a continual chain of 
charming ceremonal. We have forgotten so much of it to-day : the 
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The Misinterpretation o° Ko! Nidrei 


\t the Hammersmith Synagogue on Kol Nidrei night, the Rey. 8, 
Lipson prefaced his address by reference to the misinterpretation which 
had made the declaration of Kol Nidrei the battle-ground of very grave 
accusations against the integrity of the Jew, whose word it was stated 
was shown here to be unreliable. Only wilfal animus could so distort 
the meaning of the Kol Nidrei, said the preacher. Jewish teaching had 
always laid the greatest stress possible upon the sacredness of a vow or 
promise, and to make the Kol Nidrei the basis for accusing the Jew as laxin 
regard to his plighted word was to misunderstand a formula which for 
many centuries had been used by Jews at the commencement of the 
Atonement Service, More than ever did the Jew on Yom Kippur feel the 
sense of Jewish brotherhood, There were those who under the stress of 
persecution had abjured their faith, but who were impelled to return to the 
Jewish fold and publicly avow their re-acceptance of Judaism. In some 
instances they were renegades who acted as untruthful informers. Nothing 
could be more abhorrent to the faithful members of the Community who 
vowed that traitors should have no place in the Congregation of Israel. 
The Kol Nidrei denoted Jewish hypersensitiveness towards an oath, and 
was the public pronouncement that despite any vow or statement to the 
contrary, every Jew who returned to his people and to his faith with 
tincere heart should be allowed to join his fellow Jews in worship and thus 
no longer be cut off from the brotherhood of his people. The Kol Nidrei 
had nothing to do with human relationships, and to regard it as making 
light of man’s promise to man was to misrepresent a proclamation which 
had for its intention man’s conscience in relationship to his Maker.

CONFISCATION OF JEWISH REAL-ESTATE 


Conflicting Currents 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that several projects lor 
the confiscation of Jewish real-estate holdings have now been worked 
out and are in the hands of the chiefs of the Mimstries concerned. 
it is understood that the Reichs Ministry of Economics has so far 
opposed all such projects on the grounds that Jewish real-estate owners 
are good taxpayers, and that the Reich Treasury would suffer i 
taxpaying property held by Jews were to be confiscated, 

On the other hand, extremists in the Nazi ranks are continuing 
to press their demands for confiscation of Jewish property, and even 
in the most optimistic circles it 1s expected that some concession 
will have to be made to them before the end of the current vear. 


DISMISSAL FOR FOREIGN JEWISH EMPLOYEES 
Authorities’ Sudden Swoop 


All Jewish organisations in Berlin, including the Jewish Com- 
munity, the Zionist Organisation and other central bodies, have 
received an order from the authorities to dismiss all Jewish employees 
holding foreign passports. A similar order has been issued to private 
commercial enterprises where Jews who are not German citizens, but 
who have resided in Germany for many years, have been employed 
with the permission of the Ministry of Labeur. 

The order is apparently aimed at forcing foreign Jews to leave 
the Reich by depriving them of any opportunity to earn a living in 
Germany. 

The Scuwarze Korps, the organ of the 8.S., reveals that there 1s 
a sharp conflict between the Hamburg-America Line and the Naz 
Party headquarters over the question of Jewish agents who are still 
representing the Line. In spite of repeated demands by Party head- 
quarters for the replacement’ of Jewish agents by “Aryans,” the 
Company refuses to do so on the ground that the Company’s financial 
interests do not permit it to dismiss people who are best qualified for 
their work. The paper demands that the Company had better dismiss 
its Jewish agents if it wishes to enjoy the co-operation of the 
authorities.

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JEWS BLAMED FOR FRANC DEVALUATION 
.. While Reichsbank Engages in “Jewish Swindling”’ 


Dr. Ley, the head of the German Labour Front, in an outrageous 
address broadcast throughout the country last week, blamed the Jews 
for the devaluation of the French, Swiss and Dutch currencies. Term- 
ing devaluation “a Jewish swindling trick,” Dr. Ley compared the 
inflation of the mark under the German Republic with the present 
manipulation of the franc, and asserted that “both were due to the 
trickery of Jewish financial jugglers wishing to introduce inflation in 
order to bring misfortune on the large masses of the people.” 

Meanwhile, Dr. Ley’s attention should be drawn to the Reichs- 
bank, which has itself been indulging in what Dr. Ley describes as 
“Jewish swindling tricks” by further devaluating the so-called 
“emigrants’ Sperrmarks” and. reducing their value to a little over 
one-hith of the ordinary German mark. German Jews desirous of 
hquidating property and chugrating abroad tor 
settlement there, will henceforth be permitted to take out only 15,000 
“emgrants Sperrmarks’ for every hundred thousand marks they turn 
over to thi teschsbank, leaving thy with the authorities 1 
tortn of “theht tax amd in the ditlerence ori exchange. 

(The “emgrants’ Sperrinark” is the form of currency designed by 
the Government solely lor the use of residents desirous of leaving the 
eountry lor and is not to be with the 
Sperrmark, 

It is estunated that the Reich Treasurys has alreact “collected” 
over seventy tullon marks m “flight tax” from Jews since the Nazis 


came to power, in addition to the many muillrons lost by Jews in such 
exchange transactions.

LITERATURE AND THE MODERN BARBARISM 

The Jewish Press reproduces some striking utterances made at 
the International P.E.N. Congress held recently in Buenos Aires, 
The speaker was Mr. H, Leiwec, the well-known Jewish poet and 
dramatist, who gave forcible expression to the feclings of the Jewish 
people in these days of trial. 

Mr. Leiwec began by stating that he had wished to speak in Yiddish, 
not for any capricious reasons, but to demonstrate in a practical way the 
main purpose of the International P.E.N. Club, which was to secure tho 
solidarity of all cultures, and particularly the recognition of the cultures 
and languages of the mmority nations. Unfortunately, he feare! 
that he was unable to speak in the language which he represented.’ 
The Jews, he said, felt that without a true social solution to the problems 
of mankind, the problem of the Jews as a people and of their own 
culture would not be solved. It was painfal to think that so few non- 
Jewish writers were acquainted with the inwardness of Jewish life and 
literature. The world knew more about the names of Jewish bankers 
than about Jewish poets and thinkers, Very little was known in the outside 
world about the creators of modern Jewish literature, of the men repre- 
senting the longings and yearnings, tragic but deeply spiritual, of the 
Jewish world at the present time, of those intimately associated with the 
sreat historical and martyred experiences of the Jewish masses, and of 
those united in the struggle against the persecutors of the world and fighting 
Even sowe of the great masters of Ecropean 
literature who dived deeply into the human soul, seeking the secrets of 
life, had not penetrated into the soul of the Jewish people and had seen in 
the Jew nothing more than something exotic, The life ofa people and its 
literature was not an exotic matter ; they were significant, and its literature 
was an expression of its strong will to express life in all its characteriatic 
forms. That was the meaning of real art. True art did not tolerate 
enobberyv and discrimination between one literature and another.

Mr. Leiwec observed that while dex ply appre clating an 
respecting the great artistic achievements of the literatures of Kurope, it 
- an not possible to respect any privileged culture. Such an attitude bad 
no re ie m to art. Still less respect could be felt for the snobix ry some 
literatures displayed towards the creations of small nations, And they had 
nothing but contempt for the theories of racial hatred and for the sadistic 
brutality: revealed in certain literatures of to-day. It was, indeed, impos- 
sible in these days to discourse on literary achievements. They blushed for 
shame to think of the terrible degeneration of mankind, Modern literature 
seemed to pass in silence all the terrible things that were happening; it 
saw how Hitlerism was destroying, literally burning, the finest literary 
works and yet did not react against racial chauvinism and the lying word. 
The truth was that the literary conscience of mankind was moribund. In 
the period of the Tsarist pogroms, there were mighty protests by men like 
Korolenko, Gorki and others; during the Dreyfus trial there were men like 
Zola, Anatole France and others. When Poland was enslaved, the 
literary conscience of the day found expression through Mitzkowicz 
and Szlovotzki. Where, he asked, is the conscience of the world 
literature now? Why, for instance, have the Polish writers, members 
of the P.E.N. Clab, passed over in silence the excesses against the 
Jews? There was much talk at the Congress of the P.E.N. Club as regards 
pure art and poetry. But thie speakers had forgotten about the beauty 
and holiness of human beings. Poetry was noble and beavtifal; that was 
evident at the Congress as they listened to the beauty of the word, of 
language and of song from the representatives of the various peoples. 
tut the time had come to speak about the sadness, the tears aud the 
longings of every people, especially of the persecuted, the helpless and 
ruined peoples, whether Jews or anyone else. These, he declared, are 
more than beautiful; they are part of the holiness of human life, and 
that ought to be thought of by a body like the international P.E.N. Club,

THE CURSE OF PUBLICITY 


The greatest curse in American Jewish public life, says the Too, 
is the urge for publicity. 


Whenever something of Jewish import is given space in the general 
daily press, says the paper, scores of petty Jewish politicians and would- 
be leaders consult their press agents with a view to breaking into print 
in connection with the occurrence, To these publicity hunters, Jewish 
troubles mean only an opportunity to get their own names into print. 
They seek no advice from existing organisations established for the sole 
purpose of dealing with contingencies. Nor do they consider their 
interference as to its consequences to the Jewish community as a 
whole, A quick ‘ release,” concocted with an eye to headlines 
and without the slightest appreciation of the real issues involved, 
is despatched to the general press. Sad to say, some editors, not 
acquainted with the who's who of Jewish leadership, fall easy prey 
to these irresponsible publicity seekers. A case in point is a newspaper 
story of a man who is organising a mass meeting in protest against 
“ malicious libel on the Jewish race.” We never heard of the gentleman 
asa leaderin Jewish communal life. We are also sure that he is not 
speaking or acting for any responsible, organised section of the Jewish 
Community in the United States. Such undisciplined, misguided iater- 


ference should be called to’order by the responsible Jewish leadership of 
this country. 


Unfortunately, this “curse” of publicity in Jewish life is not 
confined to American Jewry.

League of Nations 


No Intercession For Germin Jewry 
PETITIONERS REBUFFED 


What amounts to a flat refusal by the League of Nations to 
intercede with the German Government on behalf of the Jews of 
Germany was last week conveyed by Dr. Saavedra Lamas, Argentine 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and President of the League Assembly, 
to representatives of Jewish and other organisations, who had 
submitted a joint petition requesting League action. The delega- 
tion was headed by Dr. Max Gottschalk, President of the Relief 
Committee for Refugees in Brussels, and included Miss Lloyd, of 
New York (representing the American section of the Women's 
International League for Peace and Freedom), M. Longville (repre: 
senting the League of Human Rights), M. Lambert (representing the 
French Committee of Assistance to Emigrants), and Mr. Fagen 
(representing the American Jewish Committee). 

Speaking for the League, Dr. Lamas expressed his sincere 
sympathy with the lot of the German refugees, but stated definitely 
that there was no question of intervening with the German Govern- 
ment on behalf of the Jews and that the question of the German 
refugees was not even to be placed on the agenda of the Assembly. 
‘The work of the League in connection with the refugee question, 
Dr. Lamas said, must be of a technical, and not of a political 
character. The Assembly and its Sixth Committee, as well as the 
special sub-Committee dealing with the refugees, would continue to 
seek for a solution of the problem.

Local Nazis Jubilant 


The return of Mr. Sean Lester, the High Commissioner in 
Danzig, to Geneva as Assistant Secretary-General of the League 
(the DAILY TELEGRAPH reports! has caused consternation among 
the opponents of the Nazi regime, who, although powerless to 
express their opinions, comprise at least 50 per cent. of the popula. 
tion of the Free City. Whoever bis successor may be, it is felt that 
the protection of the League will be less effective than hitherto, 
and that persons opposed to Nazism now face a fate similar to that 
met by those in the Reich after Hitler came to power. 

The official Nazi organ, the VorvosTey, frankly states that the 
League's decision is a victory for Herr Forster, the Nazi district 
leader. 

Rumours are still current that a plebiscite will be held in the 
near future on whether Danzig should shake off League supervision 
entirely. The opposition is well aware, however, that in the 
absence of a League police force this would be little better than a 
farce.

More Assaults on Jews 
Wild Campaign of Incitement 


[From our Correspondent—BAGHDAD} 


Further assaults on Jews are reported from Baghdad, following 
the recent murder of two Jews as a result of “ anti-Zionist”’ incite- 
ment. The latest victim is Joseph Menache, aged twelve, who had 
to be removed to hospital after being stabbed by a Moslem hooligan. 
His assailant, who was arrested, stated that he had acted “in 
revenge for the Arabs in Palestine.’ In another case, a Christian 
was mistaken for a Jew and fatally wounded by Moslem soldiers, It 
is also reported that Jewesses have been assaulted in Baghdad, 

Anti-Jewish feeling is meanwhile being kept at white-heat 
by continued incitement by public speakers and the Press. The 
Muthanna Club, in particular, is becoming notorious as a hot-bed of 
anti-Semitism. It is now issuing an inflammatory sheet under the 
name of AL MUTHANNA. The anti-Jewish AL Karan, which has been 
suspended by the authorities, has reappeared under the name of 
Au RAYA, and is indulging in attacks of even greater violence than 
before. In view of the intensity of the incitement generally, the 
panic prevailing among the Jewish population is daily increasing, 
and Jews for the most part fear to leave their homes af night.

. Official Polish circles are devoting much attention to enugration 
a oroblems to be raised by Poland in Geneva.

; leader, described Mr. Jabotinsky as a “ political charlatan,” while the 
: Board, condemning Mr. Jabotinsky’s “ plan,’ declared that the Jews 
in Poland were determined “to fight for the fullest equality of mghts 
i and for their hberty of exercising thar religious and cultural activities 
and of maintaining their economic positions in the country.” 
The Jewish ex-Servicemen’s Union, at its meeting last week,

aS A significant declaration denouncing anti-Semitism and appealing 
to the Christian clergy to fight anti-Jewish viclence in Poland has 
4 been made by Dr. Jan Bochko, Bishop of the Greek Church in Lemberg, 
| : in the form of an interview published in the Jewish daily, CHw1.a. 


“Anti-Semitism,” said the Bishop, “is anti-Christianism. I personally 
warn my people against anti-Semitism and this should be done by every 
Christian and above all by the clergy during their sermons in the 
Churches.” 

Asked what he thought was the reason for the increasing anti- 
Jewish assaults, the Bishop declared that the attacks were a passing 
phenomenon which would cease as soon as enlightenment came. “ The 
peasants,” he said, “are far from being really anti-Semitic.” The 
trouble, he said, was caused by the agitation of certain Party leaders. 
He also declared himself against the boycott of Jews. “It is sheer 
barbarism,” he said, “to stand near a Jewish shop to drive away 
customers, or to hurl bombs into Jewish shops.” The Bishop stated 
that his admiration for Jews was “ life-long.” “In my school days in 


Hermanovo, a village near Lemberg, I had Jewish friends. When I 

later began to study the Talmud and Jewish ethical works I became 

; convinced of the great value the Jewish Torah possessed for mankind

Endeks’ Crushing Electoral Defeat 

The anti-Semitic Endek Party suffered a crushing defeat in the 
Lodz Municipal elections last week. The final results show that 
the Polish Socialist Party, the P.P.S., obtained 34 seats, the Eudek 
Party, which had a majority in the former Council, obtained only 
26 seats, the Jewish ‘‘ Bund” and the Poale Zion together obtained 
6 seats. the Zionists 3 seats and the Agudath Israel 3 seats. At the 
last elections in 1934,thbe Endeks were returned with a small 
majority, and immediately passed a large number of bye-laws, the 
chief object of which was the discrimination against Jews. As a 
result of brawling that broke out in the Council Chamber on the 
Jewish question, the Council was dissolved by the Government. 

On the occasion of the present electious, the Endeks did their 
utmost to terrorise the Jews in order to prevent them from voting, 
while printed notices in Yiddish forbidding the Jews to take partin 
the elections were distributed from the Endek headquarters. la 
spite of this, however, the Jews turned up in large numbers at the 
polling stations. 

The Eudeks introduced the “ evacuation” plan of Mr. Jabotinsky, 
into their election campaign speeches, flavouring it with anti 
Semitic comment,

Patriarch Miron’s Anti-Jewish Attack 


A sensation was caused last week by the publication in tha 
leading anti-Semitic newspaper, the UNIversunL, of a letter signel 
by Patriarch Miron Chlristea, supreme head of the Greek Catholic 
Church. in Rumania, and two hundred of Rumania’s outstanding 
personalities, congratulating the editor of the paper on his policy. 
The letter states that “the journalist is the mouthpice of his race, 
and this attribute alone gives him the ability to understand and the 
right to interpret it. Jewry, which does not possess the race 
attribute,” it continues, “is an intruder who dishonours the pro- 
fession by talking a language which is not that of our heart and by 
advocating ideas which ure foreign to our religion and to our way 
of understanding.” 

The UNIverRsuL, which is Rumania’s most influential paper, 
enjoying the largest circulation in the country, organised the 
boycott of the Democratic Press last June, which gave rise to grave 
anti-Semitic disturbances throughout the country. 


More Cuzist Hooliganism 


Further Cuzist attacks on Jews are reported from Balotina, 
Tzetzkan and Radauti. In Balotina, many Jewish houses wera 
plundered and the Synagogue extensively damaged. In Tzetzkan, 
Jewish traders were robbed and several of them wounded. The 
Government is investigating the attack. 

The Minister of the Interior, M. Juca, has informed the Press 
that the Government has issued strict instructions to the police 
authorities to maintain order in the country at all costs. The Chief 
of the Police, it is declared, will be held responsible for all riots. 
The Government has also prohibited all State officials from 
participatirg in any political movement, 


The Democratic and Jewish Press has raised a strong protest against 
anti-Semitic text-books which have made an appearance in Rumanian 


schools, The Cuzists are said to be putting pressure on teachers to use 
such text-books only. 


HUNGARY—Hungarian anti-Semitic students have marked the com. 
mencement of the new educational year by a violent anti-Jewish campaign, 
They are demanding severe restrictions against Jewish students and the 
opening of special classes for them. The new campaign is a direct result 
of the association of many Hungarian students with the German Nazi 
students during the summer holidays. A large number of Hungarian 
students visited the Olympiad in Berlin, where they are said to have 
attended anti-Jewish lectures specially arranged for them, 


ITALY—The demand of the REGIME FASCISTA that the Jewish 
Communities in Italy should dissociate themselves from ‘* International 
Jewry”’ has already brought a reply from the President of the Milan 
Jewish Community, Signor Jarasch. Writing on behalf on his Community, 
he declared that the Italian Jews are staunch Fascists and anti-Bolsheviks, | 
that they regarded Judaism only as a religion, and that they are ‘‘ very 
grateful’’ to Mussolini. The REGIME FASCISTA appears to be highly 
satisfied with the letter and expresses the hope that the other Italiau 
Jewish communities will similarly respond to its demand,

“THY NEIGHBOUR” 


Thy Neighbour, by Lord Melchett (Frederick Muller, Ltd., 7s. 6d. 
net.). 


The title which Lord Melchett has given to this eloquently 
written book sufficiently indicates its challenging nature, ~ Thou 
shalt love. thy neighbour as thyself” is his text, and he asks the 
Christian world which is supposed to have adopted this ethical 
principle: ~ What about it, when the Jew is ‘thy neighbour’?” He 
shows how lamentably Christianity has failed to rise to the height 
of its own teachings where the Jew is concerned. 

The hand of Britain, however, has been held out to help the 
weak, the scattered and the oppressed, and Lord Melchett says that 
he has written his book to show bow, in his belief, the destinies of 
the two people are interwoven, and to explain to the people 
of Britain “the present plight, the past story and future aspirations 
of the People of the Book, their ‘ Neighbours.’ ” 

He shows fn his introduction how there have been recurrent 
phases in the persecution of the Jews, and the Hitler anti-Semitism 
is but an echo of the cry of the Philistines to Isaac: “ Go from us; 
for thou art much mightier than we.” 

Lord Melchett gives in a few pages a dramatic and terrible 
picture of the situation of the Jews in Germany and in other anti. 
Semitic countries of Europe. 

The author tells the story of the galut and the ghetto, ~ It 
should never be forgotten,” he remarks with a fine simplicity, “ that 
there are none of us, whatever emancipation we may have achieved 
in‘the last century and a half, who have not our origins in those 
conditions.” 

lle goes on to approach the Zionist hope and recounts the 
genesis of the modern Zionist movement. Dealing with Zionism 
in practice, he sagely points out that “the Jewish migration to 
Palestine, and the development there of colonies and cities, has 
taken place during a period when migration all over the world bas 
been at a standstill and when the British Empire has been 
totally unable to evolve any positive method of co.onisation or to 
achieve any practical common policy of developing its great area, 
amounting to a quarter of theswhole world.” 

Lord Melchett dilates on the créative spirit of the National 
Home, “ where, of all the countries on earth, it. is no shame to be a 
Jew.’ He proceeds to show the part which, in his view, Pales- 
tine is destined to play within the ambit of the British Empire. 
With great force he argues for the incorporation of Palestine 
within the Empire and for a speeding up of Jewish immigration, 
especially of German Jews. : 

In a final chapter Lord Melchett considers the present Arab 
disturbances and what is to come after. He pleads for the erstwhile 
amity of Israel and Ishmael. Space does not permit an adequate 
summary of his many practical proposals. One of his main 
contentions, from the Jewish point of view, is that as the outcome 
of the present situation there shall be no slackening in the deve’ op- 
ment of the country or of Jewish immigration. 

And so Lord Melchett carries his survey and, it may be 
conceded, his special pleading, sustained throughout on a bigh note 
of eloquence, to its conclusion. 

“We must go back to Eretz Yisrael,” he proclaims; “ it is our 
Destiny, it is our own acknowledged Right. What contributions we 
shall make to the world, whether we shall again be dispersed in the 
centuries to come, and yet again return, I know not. I only know 
that now there is work to be done, an ideal to serve and to cherish, 
a suffering People to save, and a Land to redeem.” 


No Jew should fail to read the work of this—may one say, 
inspired ?—Jewish patriot. Is it too much to hope that the Gentile 
world will read it, too, and absorb the lesson which it seeks to 
teach: above all, that supreme lesson—"“ Thou shalt love thy 
neigbbour”.... evenif he bea Jew? 


JUDAISM AND CHRISTIANITY 


The Gospel Parables in the Light of their Jewish Background, by 
Ww. O. E. Oesterley (S.P.C.K., 7s. 6d.). 
The Mind of Paul, by Irwin Edman (Jonathan Cape, Ltd., 5s.). 


Although these two volumes deal with entirely different subjects, 
the feature they have in common is the recognition of the importance 
of Judaism for a true understanding of the origins of Christianity. 
Whether it be the doctrines contained in the New Testament parables 
or the personality of the greatest of Christianity’s apostles, the con- 
temporary Jewish background provides the correct environment for 
their study. 

Teaching by parable was the normal method adopted in the East 
in ancient times; and Dr. Oesterley starts from the premise that its 
exact meaning and scope must be determined in Hebrew literature 
the Bible. Talmud and Midrash—as a guide to the interpretation ol 
the Gospel parables. Much doubt exists among commentators about 
the way in which some of these parables were intended to be apphed, 
and the author claims that “one of the causes of this diversity of 
opimion is the fact that the Jewish atmosphere and general back - 
ground of the Gospel records are not suthciently taken into account. 
He remedies this defect in his attempt to elucidate them in the light, 
of Rabbinic parallels, and from this source he derives much material 
‘which he finds helpful. 

It is only to’ be expected that Dr. Oesterley should compare the 
parables of the Gospels and of the Rabbis to the detriment of the 
latter. However close the resemblance may be, the New Testament 
version is invariably held to be of a higher order. Two remarks may 
be made in this connection. The number of parables in the Gospels 
is less than thirty; in Rabbinic literature they amount to many 
hundreds. In Talmud and Midrash, there has been no selective process 
at work; but who can say whether the writers of the Gospels did not 
preserve only those parables which appealed to them most strongly? 
Furthermore, the Rabbinic parables underwent no literary editing; 
their form is rough and unpolished. In the Gospels, on the other hand, 
even the author has to admit the possibility of “some alteration in 
the course of transmission’; and in the change from oral to written 
form, the style may well have been improved upon. Professor Edman, 
in a different connection, speaks of the Gospels as contaiming “later 
and .editorialised versions of Jesus’ sayings and hopes.” 

To one statement in the book a Jew must take strong exception 
as revealing theological bias‘rather than objective scholarship, viz., 
“Neither in the Law nor in the rest of the Old Testament Scriptures 
is it recognised or taught that the love of one’s neighbour should be 
extended. to those ‘outside the nation of Israel.” It is a purely 
vratuitous assumption that “thou shalt love they neighbour as thy- 
scif” means one thing in Leviticus and something far grander when 
quoted in the Gospels. Travers Herford has convincingly demonstrated 
in lus “Talmud and Apocrypha” (pp. 144-9) that the term “neighbour” 
cannot be restricted to fellow-Israelite. 

It is pleasanter to note that Dr. Oesterley treats the Pharisees 
more fairly, and does not, like so many Christian writers, condemn 
them wholesale as hypocrites. “To say that Parisaism as a system 
was wholly bad would be not only. unjust, but would ignore a good 
deal of evidence contained in the Gospels,” is his judgment. In similar 
strain, Professor Edman remarks: “The notion of the Pharisees as 
strict legalists in theory and hypocrites in fact is both unfortunate 
and unhistorical.” For such truer estimates of Judaism in the first 
century on the part of Christian authors we are grateful.

and the Law, by which, both before his conversion and after it. he was 
obsessed, was his Jewish heritage. For Paul never escaped Judaism.’ 
How, then, are his pronounced differences from his Jewish con- 
temporaries to be accounted for? The author discovers the 
explanation in the fact that Paul was a Jew of the Diaspora. He 
was reared in Tarsus, and consequently came under Graeco-Roman 
influences. He was exposed, as Kdman puts it, “to the four winds of 
eults and creeds.” and so developed a cosmopohtanism which would 
would have been unpossible in the nationalist atiosphere ol Pal stine, 
The wider sweep of vision which he thereby secured was the inspiration 
of bus mussion to create a universal relimon. 
Another decisive feature in his personality 


was his tendeneyv 
towards mysticism. In his 


loreign environment he must have been 
brought into contact with the so-called “mystery religions.” That 
rmouch of his teaching was coloured by this contact is now usually 
vecepted, since the resemblances are very striking. Nevertheless, the 
author argues, the points of diversion are no less significant. That 
these differences exist is due, he maintains, to Paul's Jewishness. “In 
the framework of a Jewish setting.” he asserts, “Paul enunciates a 
hope of redemption for all mankind.” His conclusion, therefore, is 
that the apostle was a combination of Jew, Greek, Roman and mvystic.

On the other 
hand, Professor Galante’s chapters on the Donmeh, the « rypto-Jews (out- 
wardiy Mohammedans) who perpetuated thew behef in Sabbetai even 
after his apostasy and death, is in many aspects completely new. He 
gives an absorbing account of the progress, development and beliefs of 
the new sect—the great day for which was thé ninth of Av, birthday 
of its founder. Small though it was, it was never homogeneous. Before 
the seventeenth century was over, it became divided into two sects, the 
Jacobites and the Carcache, of which the latter subdivided even further. 
Down to the close of the nineteenth century, the hereditary heads of 
the various bodies maintained an absolute control over all members; but 
during the last couple of generations the inroads of modernity became 
senous. The Young Turk movemetit recenved great support among the 
Donmeh—so great, indeed, as to attract unfavourable attention from 
Abdul-Hamid, and te give them disproportionate praminence among the 
Cabinet Ministers of the new regime. 

The solitary Donmeh centre was, of course, Salonika. As a result 
of the Balkan and World Wars, this port passed from Turkey to Greece, 
and was systematically Hellensed. The Domneh, outwardly Turks, were 
included in the exchanges of population and were deported with their 
co-nationals. At this point, the Western world entirely lost 
them, as may be realised by consulting any of the current works of 
reference. Professor Galante now comes to our aid, and informs us for 
the first tume of the present state of the sect.

other little groups scattered about here and there.

The title which Lord Melchett has given to this eloquently 
written book sufficiently indicates its challenging nature. “~ Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself" is his text, and he asks the 
Christian world which is supposed to have adopted this ethical 
principle: ~“ What about it, when the Jew is ‘thy neighbour’'?” He 
shows how lamentably Christianity has failed to rise to the height 
of its own teachings where the Jew is concerned. 

The hand of Britain, however, has been held out to help the 
weak, the scattered and the oppressed, and Lord Melchett says that 
he has written his book to show bow, in his belief, the destinies of 
the two people are interwoven, and to explain to the people 
of Britain “the present plight, the past story and future aspirations 
of the People of the Book, their * Neighbours.’ " 

He shows Mm his introduction how there have been recurrent 
phases in the persecution of the Jews, and the Hitler anti-Semitism 
is but an echo of the cry of the Philistines to Isaac: “Go from us; 
for thou art much mightier than we.’ 

Lord Melchett gives in a few pages a dramatic and terrible 
picture of the situation of the Jews in Germany and in other anti- 
Semitic countries of Europe. 

The author tells the story of the galut and the ghetto. “It 
should never be forgotten,” he remarks with a fine simplicity, that 
there are ‘none of us, whatever emancipation we may have achieved 
in the last century and a half, who have not our origins in those 
conditions.” 

Ife goes on to approach: the Zionist hope and recounts the 
genesis of the modern Zionist movement. Dealing with Zionism 
in practice, he sagely points out that “the Jewish migration to 
Palestine, and. the development there of colonies and cities, bas 
taken place during a period when migration all over the world has 
been at a standstill and when the British Empire has been 
totally unable to evolve any positive method of co.onisation or to 
achieve any practical common policy of developing its great area, 
amounting to a quarter of theswhole world.” 

Lord Melchett dilates on the creative spirit of the National 
Home, “ where, of all the countries on earth, it is no shame to be a 
Jew.’ He proceeds to show the part which, in his view, Pales- 
tine is destined to play within the ambit of the British Empire. 
With great force he argues for the

And so Lord Melchett carries his survey and, it may be 
conceded, his special pleading, sustained throughout on a bigh note 
of eloquence, to its conclusion. 

“We must go back to Eretz Yisrael,” he proclaims; “it is our 
Destiny, it is our own acknowledged Right. What contributions we 
shall make to the world, whether we shall again be dispersed in the 
centuries to come, and yet again return, I know not. I only know 
that now there is work to be done, an ideal to serve and to cherish, 
a suffering People to save, and a Land to redeem.”

JUDAISM AND CHRISTIANITY 


The Gospel Parables in the Light of their Jewish Background, by 
w. O. E. Oesterley (S.P.C.K., 7s. 6d.). 
The Mind of Paul, by Irwin Edman (Jonathan Cape, Ltd., 5s.). 


Althouch these two volumes deal with entirely different subjects, 
the feature they have in common is the recognition of the importance 
of Judaism for a true understanding of the origins of Christianity. 
Whether it be the doctrines contained in the New Testament parables 
or the personality of the greatest of Christianity’s apostles, the con- 
temporary Jewish background provides the correct environment for 
their study. 

Teaching by parable was the normal method adopted in the East 
in ancient times; and Dr. Oesterley starts from the premise that its 
exact meaning and scope must be determined in Hebrew literature , 
the Bible. Talmud and Midrash—as a guide to the interpretation of 
the Gospel parables. Much doubt exists among commentators about 
the way in which some of these parables were intended to be applied, 
and the author claims that “one of the causes of this diversity of 
opinion is the fact that the Jewish atmosphere and general back- 
ground of the Gospel records are not sufficiently taken into account. 
He remedies this defect in his attermpt to elucidate them in the hght 
of Rabbinic parallels, and from this source he derives much material 
which he finds helpful. 

It is only to be expected that Dr. Oesterley should compare the 
parables of the Gospels and of the Rabbis to the detriment of the 
However close the resemblance may be, the New Testament 
version is invariably held to be of a higher order. Two remarks may 
be made in this connection. The number of parables in the Gospels 
is less than thirty; in Rabbinic literature they amount to many 
hundreds. In Talmud and Midrash, there has been no selective process 
at work; but who can say whether the writers of the Gospels did not 
preserve only those parables which appealed to them most strongly? 
Furthermore, the Rabbimec parables underwent no literary editing; 
their form is rough and unpolished. In the Gospels, on the other hand, 
even the author has to admit the possibility of “some alteration in 
the course of transmission”: and in the change from oral to written 
form, the style may well have been improved upon. Professor Edman, 
in a different connection, speaks of the Gospels as containing “later 
and editorialised versions of Jesus’ sayings and hopes.” 

To one statement in the book a Jew must take strong exception 
as revealing theological bias rather than objective scholarship, viz., 
“Nerther in the Law nor in the rest of the Old Testament Scriptures 
is it recognised or taught that the love of one’s neighbour should be 
extended to those outside the nation ‘of Israel.” It is a purely 
gratuitous assumption that “thou shalt love they neighbour as thy- 
self” means one’ thing in Leviticus and something far grander when 
quoted in the Gospels. Travers Herford has convincingly demonstrated 
in his “Talmud and Apocrypha” (pp. 144-9) that the term “neighbour” 
cannot be restricted to fellow-Israelite. 

It is pleasanter to note that Dr. Oesterley treats the Pharisees 
more fairly, and does not, like so many Christian writers, condemn 
them wholesale as hypocrites. “To say that Parisaism as a system 
was wholly bad would be not only unjust, but would ignore a good 
deal of evidence contained in the Gospels,” is his judgment. In similar 
strain, Professor Edman remarks: “The notion of the Pharisees as 
strict legalists in theory and hypocrites in fact is both unfortunate 
and unhistorical.” For such truer estimates of Judaism in the first

standing novelty. There are translations of some contemporary accounts 
of his career in Armenian, etc., never before accessible to the Western 
reader ; but they aad little to our present knowledge. On the othe 
hand, Professor Galante’s chapters on the Donmeh, the crypto-Jews (out- 
wardly Moharmmedans) who perpetuated their behef in Sabbetat even 
after his apostasy and death, is in many aspects completely new. He 
gives an absorbing account of the progress, development and beliefs 
the new sect—the great day for which was the ninth of Av, birthday 
of its founder. Small though it was, it was never homogeneous. Before 
the seventeenth century was over, 1t became divided into two sects, the 
Jacobites and the Carcache, of which the latter subdivided even further. 
Down to the close of the nineteenth century, the hereditary heads of 
the vanous bodies maintained an absolute control over all members: but 
during the last couple of renerations the inroads of mocdernit\ became 
serious. The Young Turk movement recenved great support 
Donmeh—so great, indeed, as to attract unfavourable attention from 
Abdul-Hamid, and to give them le lett praminence among the 
Cabinet Ministers of the new regime 
The solitary Donmeh centre was, of course, Salonika. As a result 
of the Balkan and World Wars, this port passed from Turkey 
and was systematically Heilenised. The Donmeh, outwardly Turks, were 
included in the exchanges of population and were deported with their 
co-nationals. At this point, the Western world entirely lost trace of 
them, as may be realised by consulting any of the current works of 
reference. Professor Galante now comes to our aid, and informs us for 
the first tume of the present state of the sect. Its greatest centre is now, 
he says, Constantinople; there is a smaller community at Smyrna, with 
other little groups scattered about here and there. The. old generation 
still maintams absolute fidelity to the ancestral teachings. . Those of 
middie age are showing a pronounced tendency to Judaism (there has, 
indeed, been more than one attempt to re-enter

NOT PASS!

eader’s”’ Utter Humiliation 


[From our Special Correspondents 


On Sunday, Fascism received the greatest blow that it 
has yet had in this country. For months the British Union 
of Fascists have been sowing the seeds of anti-Semitic hate 
in East London. Night after night street corner meetings 
have been held to stir up the Gentile population against the 
Jewish. Then came the announcement that the B.U.F. would 
contest the London County Council Elections—on this same 
anti-Semitic platform. 

As the crowning stroke of Fasc'st impudence, Sir Oswald 
Mosley proclaimed his intent on of pcrsonally invading the 
East End on Sunday last, at the head of columns of his 
Blackshirts and of marching to four open-air meetings 
where he would deliver speeches. The Home Office refused to 
interfere and thousands of police were there to ensure his safe 
conduct. But neither the march nor the meetings took place. 
They were stopped by the people of East London. Hundreds 
of thousands of ratepayers thronged the streets and chanted 
“He shall not pass!” After many baton charges the 
Commissioner of Police had to admit that his task was 
impossible. Popular fee'ing was too great. He banned 
the march and escorted the Blackshirts home. 


As soon as it was announced that Sir-Oswald Mosley was to lead a 
procession of uniformed Blackshirts through the East Knd of London 
and address open-air meetings in Limehouse, Bow, Bethnal Green and 
Shoreditch, it was obvious that there would be bloodshed. ‘ The Mayors 
cf Stepney, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Hackney and Poplar implored 
the Home Office to ban the demonstration. The Jewish People’s 
Council Against Fascism and Anti-Semitism organised a petition to the 
same efiect. It was signed by nearly 100,000 people, and read as 
follows : 

“ We, the undersigned citizens of East London, view with grave 
concern the proposed march of the British Union of Fascists upon East 
London. The avowed object of the Fascist movement in Great Britain 
is the incitement of malice and hatred against sections of the popula- 
tion. It aims to further ends which seek to destroy the harmony and 
goodwill which has existed for centuries among the East London popu- 
lation, irrespective of differences in race and creed. We consider racial 
incitement, by a movement which employs flagrant distortion of the 
truth and degrading calumny and vilification, as a direct and deliberate 
provocation to attack. We therefore make an earnest appeal to His 
Majesty's Secretary of State for Home Affairs to prohibit such marches 
and thus retain peacable and amicable relations between all sections of 
Kast London’s population.” 

The Rt. Hon. George Lansbury, M.P., wrote to the Home Secre 
asking him to divert the march. 

The Home Office gave no answer. The fight was on. 

At 2.30 p.m. in Royal Mint Street, on Sunday, the Leader was to 
review his troops, preparatory to their provocative march through the 
Jewish quarter. Directions had been given then by the officer in 
command of the rally, B. D. E. Donovan, who is Commander of the 
Southern Administration. Sir George Duckworth King was announced 


to be in charge of the “ operation headquarters ” at 222a, Green Street, 


Bethnal Green. He might as well not have been, for so many telephone 


calls were received that the line was kept engaged all day; Mosley him- 
self was unable to get contact with his own “ operation headquarters.” 

The Blackshirts’ route was unknown. The obvious triumphal pro- 
cession would be up the Minories to Aldgate, through Whitechapel 
High Street and along Commercial Road. But half the breadth of 
Aldgate is at present closed to traffic because the Underground Stations 
are being rebuilt. It was possible, therefore, that the procession would 
have to go along Cable Street, a far less important route, The only

“ He shall not pass!” was the constant chant of the crowd, and 
manv of them risked their lives ensuring that the pledge was kept. 
A lerry was brought up through Cable Street, turned across the road 
and capsize d. It formed the nucleus of an impenetrable barricade and 
was reanforeed ‘by sheets of corrugated iron, barrels and all sorts of 
Glass was strewn over the road in front of it to prevent the 
mounted police charging, and paving stones were wrenched from the 
vround and broken into srnall preces tor armmunition. Not till atter 
this had been done did the police arrive in sutherent numbers to take 
any action. Then they made baton charges. Several men were left 
lving in the road till ambulance men went to their assistance, 
| “As a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative approached loyal Mint 
Street, at about 2 p.m., he met an acquaintance coming away who had 
heen hit on the head by a mounted policeman in a charge. Our 
representative stood among a crowd of othe people, but could not 
see one Blackshirt. Suddenly there was a rush and he was thrown to 
the ground with.a polhce-horse standing over hin. The police had 
apparently charged without any warning. Phese sudden charges were 
repeated until he found himself in Upper East Smithfield. From 
there he made his way to Aldgate. At Woolworth’s Corner six Black- 
shirts got off a tram.’ The crowd surged towards them, but some police 
immediately escorted them out ot danger. Bernard Novak, of 52i, 
Commercial Road, E. told our representative that he was standing at 
the corner of Well Street and Leman Street. No one was shouting or 
provoking the police. There was a charge by mounted police and he 
was hit over the head by a truncheon, although he was standing quite 
still.

Amazirg £cenes at Gardiner’s Corner 


Thousands of citizens thronged Leman Street and the Minories, 
and there were tens of thousands all along Aldgate and High Street. 
Amazing seenes were witnessed at Gardiner’s Corner, where Commercial 
Street, Leman Street and Commercial Road join High Street. Here the 
police were completely outnumbered and apparently received instruc- 
tions to force the crowd back after it had assembled. There was no 
loudspeaker and therefore no method of conveying instructions to the 
crowd except by brute force. It was decided to compel the thousands 
that thronged the roads converging at the corner to retreat 250 yards 
down the street. This precaution may have been reasonable, but in 
the absence of a loudspeaker, it could only be enforced by police 
charges. The police fired warning shots on the ground, they drew their 
batons and used them, their horses pressed into the crowd, which was 
too thick to move quickly. Some shop windows were broken by the 
pressure. 

The behaviour of individual members of the police force varied 
considerably. Some lost their heads and hit out wildly : others showed 
restraint and understanding. A man fell down and a policeman picked 
him up and dusted his coat for him. Another hit a woman in the face 
with his open hand when she was doing her best to get away. 

A man slipped through the cordon, climbed an electric standard 
and hung a red flag from it. 

There was a great cheer from the crowd and laughter when the 
police decided that it would not be in accordance with dignity for 
one of their numbers to climb the lamp-post and pull down the flag. 


Another man perched himself on the barricading round the excava- 


tions for the extension of the underground station and humorously 
waved a red danger flag. 


It was a good humoured crowd. A story—certainly not without 
its humour—was current among the Jews. A united front, they said, 
had been formed between the “ Machzike Hadath” and the “ Greener 
Beth Hamedrash,” which, in conformity with official opinion, had 
decided to keep off the streets. Feeling, however, that they should do 
something about stopping Mosley, it was decided to say prayers during 
the march. Points of difference arose as to what prayers should be 
uttered, One section wanted “ Tillim,” another wanted “Neila,” and 
the extremists wanted both. The meeting—so the story goes—broke 
up in confusion, Yes, as this joke indicates, it was a good humoured 
crowd—but determined. For over two hours they stood there. The 
sang popular songs and chanted the heroic words “ They sha 


not pass!” Other slogans, less dignified but equally pointed, were : 
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“Rats, rats, we must get rid of the rats!” and “One, two, three. four 
five—we want Mosley dead or alive!” The crowd was entircly anti.

Some of the crowd sang the old song about a certain fabled Duke 
who “had 10,000 men. He marched them up to the top of the hill and 
marched them down again.” The Blackshirts marched down Queen 
Victoria Street and on to the Embankment. Mounted police led the 
way, and there were two policemen to every three Blackshirts. Crowds 
of people walked on either side outside the police. Opposite the 
Temple, a double line of foot police had been posted right across the 
road and pavements. The uniformed Fascists were allowed to pass, 
but not the public. The column went forward till it reached Waterloo 
Bridge. There it halted. Sir Oswald drove along the ranks with arm 
upraised, and went away towards Westminster. The parade broke up. 
An attempt by some of the Blackshirts to hold a meeting in Trafalgar 
Square was stopped by the police. 

When the march was called off in the East End, scenes occurred 
almost as amazing as those that had preceded the decision. Suddenly 
the tension was lifted. The police strolled casually away from the 
crowds they had been holding back. As casually, the crowds followed 
them. In a moment, there was just a sea of friendly humanity. The 
police had been doing their job; the people had been doing theirs, each 
according to their lights. Now that it was over, there was no ill-will. 
One felt that Armistic Day in No Man’s Land must have been some- 
thing like this. A Jewisu CHRONICLE representative saw lemonade and 
cigarettes offered to one policeman, and in an area where there had 
been four baton charges in the last half-hour there was now perfect 
goodwill, 

Altogether, eighty-four arrests had been made. The cases came 
up at Thames, Old Street and Bow Street Police Courts and the Man- 
sion House on Monday morning. 500 St. John Ambulance men were 
on duty, fifty people were given medical aid in Leman Street Police 
Station, thirty at other police stations, and the London Hospital 
treated twenty cases. Fifteen police were among the injured. Another 
was T. P. Moran, the South Wales leader of the Fascists. 

At the offices of the Jewish People’s Council at 164, Commercial 
Road, E., representatives of the National Council of Civil Liberties 
and lawyers were present all day to give legal advice. There were 
also present local householders to bail out any anti-Fascists arrested. 

Upon his arrival at Salmon Lane (the first of Mosley’s intended 
meeting places) at about 2 o'clock, a Jewisa CHRONICLE representative 
found a Blackshirt speaker addressing a moderately-sized audience, 
which gradually increased until, by 4 o’clock, there must have been a 
crowd of several thousand gathered in the Square. Numbers of young 
people were perched high up on roof tops and other vantage points,

He was told that a Blackshirt speaker had mounted his rostrum as 
early as 9 o'clock in the morning, but that, not able to attract even an 
audience of one, he abandoned the attempt, only to resume a couple 
of hours later. The crowd which listened to the two Mosley speakers in 
uniform was definitely hostile to everything they said, and quite 
eighty per cent. were non-Jews, who received references to “inter- 
national finance’ with loud booing, jeering and cat-calls. It 
was not until just on 5 o'clock that they were informed 
in Salmon Lane that Moslev would not come. Till then the police, 
who had linked arms, had all their work cut out to keep the crowd 
which was swarming around the speakers at bay. Once or twice one 
of the speakers was thrown off the platform, and at about 4.30 the 
police gave instructions for the meeting to be closed. If they hac 
not done so, the consequences would have been serious, for the crowd, 
although not ill-humoured, was getting out of bounds and inpatient 
at the wild and provocative speeches that were being made. But for 
this police intervention ugly scenes would have been witnessed. 

At Stafford Road, Lansbury’s constituency, there 
was an apathetic crowd. of 100, supported by police, awaiting the 
Blackshirt meeting, which was timed. for 6 oclock.. At 6.15, a Fascist 
speaker mounted the platform and said: “Englishmen to-day have 


been prevented from marching through the streets of Bntain. Evil 
forces have prevented us demonstrating. The Home Office has banned 
the meeting and we have to obey. We will meet here as usual 
to-morrow night (Monday).”. The National Anthem was then sung, 
and the Hitler salute was responded to by about thirty upraised

At Aske Street, Shoreditch, where Mosley was expected to speak 
at 6.30, a Fascist meeting was in progress when, at 5.30, a “ despatch 
rider” arrived. Mounting a soap-box, he said: “I deeply regret that, 
owing to the influence otf the torces of the Left and of the Jews, the 
Leader will be unable to speak. He was persuaded not to come on here 
onlw because his life would have been in serious danger.” After further 
short speeches the crowd dispersed peaceably, and the Fascists 
returned to their headquarters. An anti-Fascist meeting then took 
the field and proceeded peaceably, 

A gang of mén damaged Jewish shops in Green Street late at 
night. Shortly before 11 o'clock there was a crashing of glass, and police 
found that the plate-glass windows of five shops had been smashed. 

The premises were those of Gotheb, tailor: M, (;reen, tailor: 
Alaskvy’s radio stores; Orstin’s wireless stores; and Fisher's, perfumers. 
At Alaskvy’s. a wooden chair was flung through the window. Orstin’s 
window was damaged, despite the fact that it was covered by a steel 
grill, . 

Windows of Jewish premises were also broken in Roman Road, the 
eastward continuation of Green Street. 

On Sunday night the following official statement was issued from 
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Seotland Yard: “ A Fascist assernbly was held in the East End to-day, 
and. largely owing to one of the finest days of the year, many people 
were attracted to it, including a large number of women and children. 
Prior to the arrival of Sir Oswald Mosley, disorder broke out among 
those who had collected to oppose the Fascist marchers and resulted 
in a number of arrests. In view of the very large crowds, the Uor- 
missioner of Police for the Metropolis deaded that the procession 
through the East End should not be permitted owing to the great 
lhkehhood oat further breaches of the peace. The Fascists procession 
therefore was escorted by the police along the Embankment to the 
Temple Station, where i dispersed. A portion of it re-formed and 
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sought to the last moment to enable Mosley to march, and which is 
responsible for the baton charges and arrests made to-day. 

“T eannot but think that all this eould have been avoided had the 
Home Office and the Commissioner of Police done before the march 
what they were compelled to do during the march, declared ¢ ouncillor 
Mrs. H. Roberts, Mayor of Stepney, to the Press.

The Wrong Way To Do It 
Ins'stence on the Right to Heckle 


“Tt does not matter a bit what colour your shirt is or what your 
political views are. But in these days of political lunacy you must 
understand that you cannot go into a meeting ol a particular party 
and start shouting, down with that particular party.” 

So said Mr, Claud Mullins at South Western Police Court last week 
fining Wilfred Frank Paice, twenty-four, chemist, of Kennington Park 
Road, S.E., £2 for using insulting words and behaviour at Comyn 
Road, Battersea. 

A police officer said there was a meeting of Fascists in progress 
when prisoner and two others, dressed in green shirts, made their way 
mto the middie of the crowd and began shouting “ Down with 
Fascism.” The police told them to stop. Prisoner said they had 
every right to heckle, and the officer pomted out that although that 
was so they could only do it so long as they did not interfere with the 
free speech of the speaker. They challenged his right to eject them, 
and after cautioning them he retired. They began chanting the same 
call again, and were removed from the crowd when the officer found a 
man in a black shirt about to strike prisoner. 
hostile to prisoner, and he was taken into custody. 

Mrs. Harriett Bowler, of Belville Road, Battersea, whom. prisoner 
called to give evidence on his behalf, said that she was a member of 
the Battersea Borough Council. “All the crowd were singing ‘Down 
with Fascism, ” she said. There was no disturbance until the police 
arrived and began to force their way into the crowd. 

* My instructions from my superior were that as we were entitled 
to heckle we were to go to the meeting and heckle the speaker, but 
we were not to break the law in any way,” Paice told the magistrate. 
There was no suggestion of violence at any time and the crowd was 
not hostile. 

Paice, as stated, was fined £2.

Friendly Societies Meeting in Tottenham 
And a Very Dull Blackshirt Gathering 


Both the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies and the British 
Union of Fascists hold regular Sunday evening meetings at West Green 
Road, South Tottenham. On Sunday before last, the Friendly 
Societies’ meeting was by far the most popular. It attracted a larger 
audience than did the Blackshirts’, and there: was no continual 
opposition such as the Blackshirts had. The speakers, who included 
Mr. Barnett Janner, Mr. Rose, Mr. Lindner and Lieut.-Com, M. M. 
Bright, impressed the audience, which was composed mainly of 
Gentiles, by their replies to the defamation campaign of the 
Blackshirts. 

There was only one Blackshirt speaker—his name was mentioned 
as Mr. Hunt—who spoke for about an hour-and-ashalf. He said nothing 
new, nothing original. He spoke of “those international financiers 
I can't 
mention their names.” 

Interruptions were continuous. When the speaker spoke of the 
necessity of Fascism, a Gentile said : “We don’t want it.” “You don't 
want it, my friend, but you'll have to have it,” retorted the speaker. 
Another Gentile was told to “go to Palestine” and “Gittaravit” 
(anglice: “Get out of. it!’’). 

The question of Palestine is greatly played upon by the Black- 
shirts. They assert that the Jews should fight for Palestine them- 
selves, but refuse to believe that the Jewish offers to do so have 
been rejected. I suspect that they would be very disturbed if a Jewish 
battalion were formed. This aspect of their Jew-baiting would fall to 
the ground immediately. 

One member of the audience caused a great impression when 
he asked thé speaker what he should do, as he had been called up 
to go to Palestine and he did not want to go. This same Gentile 
later wished to know how many Jews there were in the British Army. 
The speaker couldn’t tell him, although he agreed there were not many. 
A Jew intervened, gave the figures and then asked the Gentile to 


eome along to the War Office to check his figures. The Gentile made 
no reply. 

Many people objected to the answers that were given as being 
false and untrue. The speaker replied, as do all Blackshirts: “They're 
your questions and my answers.” 

When discussing the position in Spain, the speaker referred to 
it as “a struggle between decent Christianity and rotten stinking 
Judaic-Bolshevism.” A questioner wished to know what proof he 
had for the latter part of the statement. The speaker repeated the 
usual story about the Republican Army being red, and said it was 
Judaic because Russia was run by Jews. He also recommended a 
book to read “The Protocols of the elders ot Zion,” 

Not one voice was raised in protest at this. 

The Blackshirt meeting was, on the whole, very dull and very 
poor. It excited no real enthusiasm even among the Blackshirts 
themselves.

Fascism Not a Jewish Issue 
--- 
From Mr. J. LEFTWICH 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisa Curonicie 


Sin,—In a recent issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, immediately 
after several pages of ** Jewish Defence Against Fascism” followed your 
‘*Rooks and Bookmen” page, with a review of a brochure called * Jews 
in Italy,” which, you say, “gives a survey of Jewish life in Italy, with 
lists of Jewish University professors, senators, outstanding artists, etc, 
The object, which is completely fulfilled, is to show that in Fascist Italy 
there is no Jewish problem.” 

Now, I am quite sure that the fact that there is no Jewish problem 
in Fascist Italy is not going to induce any Jews who happen to be con- 
vinced anti-Fascists either as. Liberals, Democratic. Conservatives, 
Socialists or Communists, to relax their fight against Fascism in Laly as 
anywhere else, but the use of the word Fascism as synonymous with 
anti-Semitism, or of Jew as synonymous with anti-Fascist is clearly due to 
muddled thinking, not unaided perbaps by the desire of some Jews anil 
others in the anti-Fascist front to rally more. support for What they con- 
sider their justified struggle against Fascism. If Fascist platforms in this 
country are being used for anti-Jewish propanda, the Jéwish defence is 
against their anti-Semitism, not against their Fascism. 

Fascism is a movement to establish a political, social and economic 
order based on the Corporate State, to which many people, Jews and non- 
Jews alike, are opposed for various reasons, which, however, have nothing 
to do with Jews as Jews. Fascism or no Fascisin is a question for the 
country at large, and for individual Jews as individual citizens only, not 
as Jews. Itis not a Jewish issue. Not even when individual Jews are 
attacked as politicians, financiers, business magnates, communists or what 
are called racketeers, provided that the attack is made on them in these 
capacities and not as Jews, involving them alone and not all Jews as 
such, and that it is not confined to the Jews in these categories. I do not 
expect immunity for anyone because he happens to be of Jewigh origin, 
in the same way as I resent attack for no other reason than because | am 
a Jew. 

But ifthe Fascist movement in this country adopts anti-Semitism as 
an integral, essential plank in its platform, the Jewish quarrel stilt 
remains only with the anti-Semitic plank, On all other points of Fascism, 
whatever individual Jewish citizens think and do, Jews as Jews, and that 
means the great body of Jews, are neutral, I think that this distinction 
should be emphasised, 

I would also suggest that we could dispense with defenders of the 
type against whom the police, according to your columns, reported several 
convictions, in reply to which he argues that “he had been straight for 
ten years.” This kind of Jew had better put his own house in order first, 
And the sort of arguments that lead to the police courts will not help us.

CELERY, With its anti-rheumatic properties, should be served 
frequently, either raw or cooke4. It can be boiled, stewed or braised 
and is excellent for flavouring soups and stews. Never throw away the 
water in which it has been cooked : always use it for s up. 

It is delicious served raw with cheese. or it can be shredded and 
dressed with mayonnaise and served as an hore d’ceuvre, Cut into thin 
rings, it is an excellent addition to vegetable salads. 

Ic serve raw.—Remove the outer stalks (reserve for flavouring soup) 
trim the root and cut the head of ce lery into quarters. Use only the 
white heart; cut out any blemishes and clean verv thoroughly with a 
small vegetable brush to remove all crit. With a sharp knife « ut the top 
in fine strips to a depth of two inches. Leave in cold water for an hour 
or longer, when the top ends will curl over. Serve ina cé lery glass with 
a little water in the bottom. :

Prepare the celery. Cook in boiling salted water for fifteen minutes, 
then cut into short lengths. Season with salt and pepper and leave till 
cold. 

When ready to fry, whisk the cgg white to a stiff froth; fold lightly 
into the batter. Coat the pieces of cclery with the batter and fry a few 
at a time in hot fat until a golden brown. 

If not to be served at a meat meal, these fritters can be fried in 
vegetable fat and sprinkled with grated cheese.

PREPARE the vegetables and cut them up small. Melt the margarine 
fn a stewpan ; add the vegetables and fry till brown, Pour on the stock, 
add salt, three or four peppercorns, two cloves and a pinch of mace, and 
simmer till the vegetables are soft. Rub through a sieve; return to the 
saucepan and thicken with the cornflour, Simmer gently for ten minutes, 
keeping it well stirred.

EXTREMISTS WRIGGLING OUT OF DEFEAT 


The ofticial communiqué for Sunday night stated: " There 
is nothing to report since noon on Saturday.” This adequately 
suis up the quietest week-end since April 19th. So far, the 
Commander-in-Chief, General Dill, bas not made use of the 
powers conferred on him by the Order in Council, which is 
printed below. Nor have the Arabs yet called off the strike, 
eager as most of them are to do so. The expected intervention 
by the Arab kings is still under discussion, with the Higher 
Committee apparently endeavouring to secure better terms 
from them than the kings aré prepared to sponsor. 

The military authorities are strengthening. their grip on 
the situation and the difficulties of the bandits are increasing. 
Fewer outrages were reported ‘last week, but one deserves 
particular mention. This was the destruction by an Arab gang 
of three huts situated near Jericho and belonging to the archeo- 
logical expedition conducted by Professor Garstang whose 
support of the Arab cause was evidenced by an article con- 
tributed by him to the OBSERVER recently. 

It is reported that a price of £P500 has been placed on the 
head of General Dill by Fawji. Kawkaji, the bandit leader. The 
reward is to be paid to anyone who can bring him in dead 
or alive.” 


A’ meeting of the Arab Higher Conunittee was held on Saturday 
and lasted nearly seven hours. The Committee discussed a number ot 
suggested amendments to be inserted in the text of the appeal by the 
Arab kings-which is about to be published. The amendments will be 
forwarded to the kings. The Committee decided that after the Arab 
kings have determined on the final text of the appeal to the Arabs, 
the Committee will itself issue a sumilar appeal. It 1s reported that the 
text of the kings’ appeal does not contain any political promises to 
the Arabs. It seems that the Mufti is still the recalcitrant factor, but 
how long he will remain obstinate in face of the declared intention of the 
Arab citrus owners, who have announced their determination to begin 
pickin me order to take advantage of the present market conditions, is 
doubtiul. Arab intransigeance is further evidenced by an article in 
FALAStin dealing with the proposed round table conference between 
Arabs andkdews. The paper declares that such a proposal will only be 
acceptable if the Jews renounce the Balfour Declaration. 

Terronst activities earher last week included an attack on a police 
outpost. The police were in grave danger when a military patrol came to 
their aid, as all the garnmson’s ammunition had been expended. An Arab 
police sergeant was shot at and fatally wounded by an Arab gang at a 
pohee post near Raselnakura, close to the Syrian frontier, while a 
British soldier was wounded in an outburst of firing by Arabs at Jenin. 
These casualties are caused by indiscriminate firing, which also caused 
the death of an Armenian lorry-driver, employed in the public works 
department, neag Beit Dajan. Further evidence of internecine strife 
among the bandits is shown in the report of the shooting of Attya 
Awad, leader of the Haifa gangs, by other Arab gunmen. It is under- 
stood that this as in revenge for the killing of Haj Khalil Taha, of 
Haifa, reported last week. 


Firmer steps are being taken by the military to ensure that when 
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villages are being searched for arms, the incriminating evidence shal! 
not be hidden while the search 1s actually in progress. On Wednesday, 
in last week, one Arab was shot dead and another seriously wounded 
by troops in a village near Nazareth for not obeying military orders 
while a search for arms was 1n progress. 

The bandit, Fawji Kawkaji, has now an imitator in the person of 
Said Bey el Aasi, a Syrian insurgent, who, it 1s reported, has the 
intention of establishing himself in Southern Palestine among the 
Bedouin. 

One satisfactory sign to be noticed is that the cinemas in 
Jerusalem, which were closed owing to the curfew regulations, have 
re-opened for matinee performances. 

Among court cases reported, Khezer Hauptman, who was sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment by the District Court of Haifa for being in 
possession of arms, was acquitted by the Court of Appeal in Jerusalem 
as were three Arabs similarly charged. The Magistrate of Jerusalem 
sent for trial three Arabs charged with the murder of the Mayor of 
Hebron. After being identified by a Jewish watchman as one of the 
gang who recently uprooted trees in the King George Forest, an Arab 
villager was arrested. Another Arab, arrested a fortnight ago for 
being iti possession of four bombs, which he had hidden im sacks of 
flour, was sentenced to twelve years’ unprisonment. 

Despite all the turmoil and terror, over 4,500 Jewish unmigrants 
entered Palestine during September, according to’ figures published 
by the Jewish Agency. In this connection it is unportant to note that 
many Jewish workers are needed in the Jewish agricultural settle- 
ments for the Opening of the citrus season. ‘The first consigninent of 
this season's grape-trunt from Jewish croves, consisting of 20.000. cases, 
was shipped from Haifa on Thursday im last week.

Agency's Appeal to Jewish People 
SECURITY AND CONSOLIDATION 


The Executive of the Jewish Agency has issued an appeal to tho

For six months the Yishuv has been faced with an economic onslaught

It ts 
not the lives and rights of the 400,000 Jews in the country that the 
Yishuvy is guarding, but the prerogatives of the entire Jewish people and 
their right to return to the homeland and to renew their national self- 
determination. The entire Jewish people is summoned to participate in 
the endeavours for defence and upbuilding, on which our national future 
depends.

KITCHENER'’S NARROW ESCAPE 


ANGLO-PALESTINIAN CLUB LECTURE 


A lecture on *' The Palestine Exploration Fund ” was delivered at the 
Club last week by Mr. P. L. O. Guy. Colonel Neweome presided. 

The lecturer said that the major project of the Palestine k-xploration 
Fund was the archwolegical survey of Western Palestine. Little was 
known of Western Palestine before 1860, but in 1865 a reconnaissance was 
carried out by Captain Wilson, who determined the levelof the Dead Sea. 
In 1870-71, an exploration and survey of the southern desert were begun, 
but owing to illness many changes in the personnel of the party bad to be 
made. Kventually, Lieut. Kitchener (later. karl Kitchener) joined the 
party and, together with Lieut, Conder, compl ted the task. 
was of the greatest value to the British forces during the War. 

‘Lhe lecturer referred to an incident in July, 1875, when the expedition 
Was scriously attacked at Safad. During the affray Lieut. Kitchener had 
a Very Darrow escape from death, while several rf the party were injured, 
Apart from this affair there were many other difficulties with the natives,

The Attempt on Mr. Nurock’s Life 
-- 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicur 


Sirn,—The news that Mr. Max Nurock, of the Palestine Government 
mecretariat, had successfully escaped an Arab bullet was received with 
much rejoicing not only by the many personal friends of Mr. Nurock in 
this country. and in Palestine, but also by ail Jews of Palestine, and 
perhaps by a large number of Arabs and the whole British community in 
Palestine as well. 

The highest Jewish administrative officer in the Government Service, 

having joined the Government immediately upon theinception of the Civil 
Administration, Mr. Nurock’s task has been unenviable and perhaps thanuk- 
less. ‘There is something of the irony of history in the tact that an Arab 
gangster should have chosen just that Officer for his target, for although 
Mr. Nurock has been a conscientious Jew, be has never allowed his Jewish 
feelings to interfere with his Government .l work, designed for the good 
of all classes and communities. Indeed, on that score he has often been 
criticised by some Jews, wh» considered his aloofness from Jewish affairs 
unwarranted in a high Jewish official. He brought to his task in the 
Government brilliant classical attainments, gained at Dublin University, 
and a tremendous capacity for taking pains aud for hard work. A man of 
much charm and great integrity, both personal and political, he succeeded 
in gaining the confidence of successive High Commissio ers and Chief 
secretaries, and he has come to be regarded as almost an organic part of 
the Secretariat which, without him, would often find itself in administra- 
tive difficulties. 
If it is true tosay that no ambitious man should seek avenues of 
personal advancement in a Civil Service career anywhere, it is doubly 
true of the Senior Jewish Civil Servant in Palestine. For in addition to 
the ordivary limitations imposed on every civil servant, a Jew, whatever 
his ability, can never get beyond a certain point in Palestine, and in no 
case is this more obyious than in the case of Mr. Nurock's career,

Dizengoff Memorial Meeting 
OTHE SOUL, SPIRIT AND ENERGY OF TEL-AVIV" 


Dr. Ch. Weizmann, Professor S$. Brodetsky and Lord Melchett 
paid tributes to the late Mayor of Tel-Aviv, Mr. Meir Dizengoff an 8 
memorial meeting which was held on Tuesday afternoon of last 
week at 77, Great Russell Street, W.C., under the auspices of the 
the Zionist Organisation, and the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Dr. Weizmann § iid once more one of the old stalwarts had gone, 
and Meir Dizengoff was no more. But he thought that in the 
history of the Zionist Movement there had seldom been a man to 
W hom it was given to see the fulfilment of a great dream in such a 
manner as was accorded to Dizengoff. Hie was the soul and the 
spirit and the energy which had brought about the creation of 
Tel-Aviv which he had seen growfrom early, modest beginnings of 
about twenty houses, built upon a vast plain of sand up to the 
present stage of a great, flourishing, thriving city. 

Dr. Weizmann spoke of Mr. Dizengoill's remarkable power of 
adaptation to face the complex problems of the conduct of a modern 
municipality in Palestine under very difficult conditions, and said 
that he did it with ability, with great devotion and impartiality 
smid the various conflicts which were from time to time breaking 
out. He was a man of enormous tact. 

Professor Brodetsky said it would be a mistake to suppose that 
Dizengoff's work in connection with Palestine was limited to the 
upbuilding of Tel-Aviv and that his horizon was essentially restricted 
by the boundaries of a city. 

Lord Melchett said that perhaps of all the people he khew, 
Dizengoff stood alone in the general acceptance that everyone had 
of his leacership. He was recognised in his own city and country 
as a landmark, and that recognition was in itself due to his infinite 
human capacity. He possessed the capacity of sympathy and kind. 
ness added to great courage and tremendous strength of character. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, in his tribute, spoke of the modesty 
and simplicity of Dizengoff.

PROGRESS OF OPEN-AIR M EETINGS 
[From our Correspondent] 


A meeting of the Central Committee of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies, which has been set up to supervise the Jewish 
defence activities now being undertaken by the Association. was 
held last week at Camperdown House, E., with Mr. Barnett Janner 
in the Chair.

Jewish Hospital Medical Society 


Address by Dr. A. Sorsby 


On Sunday evening, Dr. Arnold Sorsby, M.D., F.R.C.S., delivered 
the Presidential Address to the members of the Jewish Hospital Medical 
Seciety on ‘* Physicians, Quacks and Medical Institutions of London Jewry 
since the Resettlement.’’ The Address followed a supper, both of which 
were held at 43, Great Windmill Street, Piccadilly (by courtesy of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club). 

Part of the Presidential Address was the same as Dr. Sorsby 
delivered to the Jewish Historical Society last February, a report of which 
appeared in our issue of the Il4th of that month. He spoke of the various 
attempts made in London to establish a Jewish Hospital and of the 
opposition of the established leaders of the Anglo-Jewish Commiimity to 
anything in the nature of a Jewish institution. He recalled the work 
of Mr. I. Berliner, a poor, humble man who understood the needs of the 
masses. In the first year of the movement for the establishment of a 
Jewish Hospital in London, £184 2s. lld. was collected. In the second 
year, £636 10s.; in the third year, £1,066 lls. 4d.; in the fourth vear, 
£1,898 8s. 6d.; and in the fifth year (1911), £2,344 12s. 7d. But that 
was a long way from the £50,000 needed for the establishment of the 
Hospital. A good many others who had helped to found the Jewish 
Hospital were present that evening, including Mr. Victor Berliner, Mrs. 
Liebster, Mr. Cofman-Nicoresti, Mrs. L. J. Greenberg, whose late husband 
as Editor of Tur Jewish CHRONICLE rendered invaluable service in push- 
ing the movement forward, Haham Dr. Moses Gaster, brother of the late 
Dr. Anghel Gaster, a prominent worker for the Hospital, and Dr. A. 
Goodman Levy. There was no reason why their Hospital should not be 
made one of the finest hospitals in the country. In conclusion, he paid a 
tribute to Dr. Goodman Levy for his work for the Hospital from the very 
beginning of the movement.

Defence Work Developments 


Lecture by Mr. Nevil'e Laski, K.C. 
NEED FOR WHOLE-TIME OFFICER IN MANCHESTER 


[From our Correspondent | 


To listen to an address by Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., on the steps 
being taken to meet and refute the anti-Semitic defamation in the 
British Isles, an unusually full and representative gathering met on 
Tuesday evening at the Yeshurun Hall of the Great | 
Cheetham Hill Road. The delegates, called together by the ouncil of 
Manchester and Salford Jews, attended on behalf of Synagogues. 
Friendly Societies, Zionist bodies and Jewish organisations of every 
kind. Mr. Louis Kletz presided. 

Mr. Laski’s address, which was followed with the closest attention, 
dealt with the work of the various Committees and Sub-Committees 
of the Board of Deputies and the steps taken to counter! anti-Jewish 
statements and writings by the holding of public meetings, the pub 
lication of pamphlets giving the truth of the Jewish position, replying 
to attacks in the Press, and so on. The scope of the active partic 
pation in this work by the Association of Jewish Fnendly Societies 
was explained fully by the speaker, who paid a tribute to the manne: 
in which the Association had responded to the call made on it. 

An appeal to the Jewish Community lor discrpline and cohesion 
was made by Mr. Laski, who concluded by urging the need to 
adequate support of the Defence Fund. It was idle, he said, to talk ot 
anixety over the possible spread of anti-Jewish attacks unless you 
were willing to translate that anxiety into terms of pounds, shillings 
and pence. 

Mr. Ki tz said they had met because Jewry Lil England hac begun 
to realise they must undertake to protect themselves, owing to the 
attacks being made upon them. Something definite must be done to 
prevent the progress of the msults levelled against them They knew 
that the anti-Semitic campaign was copied from Germany, and the 
handful of Jews in this country had to take up the cudgels. 

Many questions were dealt with im the discussion following M: 
Laski's address, and additional suggestions were submitted to him 
Mr. Herbert Nathan, J.P., said that the Board of Deputies should not 
confine its defence action to the towns and centres which had 
Jewish populations, but should, as far as its means allowed it, put 
the Jewish viewpoint in hundreds of towns where no Jews 
resided and where anti-Semitic propaganda might therefore succeed 
through lack of authoritative reply. Mr. David Freeman put the point 
that pamphlets issued should be distributed to Jewish ‘houses to 
instruct people on the situation. 

Responding to the appeal for the Defence Fund, many delegates 
brought cheques and cash to the platform. 

A vote of thanks to the speaker was proposed by Mr. Herbert 
Nathan and seconded by Councillor Leslie Lever. 

It has been suggested in some quarters that the defence work in 
Manchester and Salford, which is the centre for a large area with a 
large Jewish population, should be organised with the help of a paid 
official or officials, as it is too much to expect that the whole of the 
work and responsibility should be borne by, for example, the Hon. 
Secretaries of the Council, whose work already demands so much of 


their time and labour and grows rapidly as the Communal Council's 
scope widens.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST THE POLICE 
Au inereasing number of street-corner ineetings addressed by 
Fascist speakers seems to be the most .recent policy of the Fascist 
party in the Cheetham and Cheetham Hill district, and scandalous 
anti-Jewish statements form a great part of the stock-in-trade of 
those speakers. As an example one may quote the reply given by a 
speaker at a Fascist meeting held at Grosvenor Street. Cheetham Hill. 
Asked if it was not true that Christ was a Jew. the Fascist glibly 
rephed to this effect: “ Yes, he was given to the Jewish people by 
God. God looked round among the peoples to tind out where He should 
send Christ. The Greeks He found were a very cultured race; the 
Romans were a people with a very high sense of justice; other peoples 
all had various. qualities; so the Lord found that the only people He 
could send Christ to was the Jews, who would not be above killing 
their own mother.” 

Many complaints are being heard by your correspondent of alleged 
favouritism being accorded to Fascist speakers and meetings by the 
local police, who are present each time. Staternents made by rehable 
observers of meetings in the Cheetham Hill district include the follow- 
ing: A Fascist méeting was held at the corner of Greenhill Road and 
Cheetham Hill Road, and the crowd was allowed by the several police-

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of children, nowadays it consisted in having a car. Home 
ambitions were dying away because they interferred too much 
with the worldly pleasure quest which eclipsed everything 
else. The sanctity and the fascinating realism of . 
home hfe had always been one of their greatest st rongholds, one of 
their most potent instruments for keeping them together and prevent- 
ing them from being lost in the greater numbers outside the Jewish 
fold. If that stronghold disappeared, what was left to them? What 
future had they? 

According to the old Rabbinic tradition, the Tabernacle must he 
erected in such a way that it could withstand an ordinary wind. The 
Jewish people were nowadays suffering from winds of adversity of 
the severest kind. Gusts and gales of hatred, enmity and calumny 
were howling at their very dvors. Whilst they had to fall back for 
protection upon public Opinion and the goodwill ol civilisation. thev 
nevertheless, as Jews, had to do their own share. Thev had to pull 
themselves together and consolidate all the moral and religious forces, 
powers and potencies that they possessed. In order to achieve that 
consummation, it was imperative that they should abstain from leading 
lives which were empty, materialistic and ostentatious, lives that 
invited upon them the criticisms and condemmations of the members 
of other creeds and nations. In short, let them restore the spirit that 
governed, pervaded and ennobled the old Jewish home and family life.

Singer's Hill Congregation 
DR. COHEN ON DECAY IN COMMUNAL LIFE 


[From our Correspondent] 

Having animadverted in his Musaph sermon on Yom Kippur, 
upon the symptoms of decay in communal hfe, and denounced the 
inertia and appalling apathy to matters Jewish, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen 
devoted his Netlah sermon to showing the new way of life the Com- 
munity must take if Jewry was not to commit racial suicide, nor be 
religiously annihilated. There were, he said, three citade!s in Judaism. 
They were the Home, the School and the Synagogue. The testimony 
of the late Rev. Morris Joseph after many years’ leadership of the 
West London (Reform) Synagogue was sufficient to prove that changes 
in the Synagogue Service had no effect in stimulating the Jewish con- 
sciousness. No Orthodox congregation in the country, added Dr. 
Cohen, had made so many varied changes as their's in the ritual Service 
to meet the criticisms and desires of the members, but the Synagogue 
still remained comparatively empty on Saturdays and was attended by 
the same members, week after week. It was in the School that men 
first learnt a knowledge of Hebrew, and the glorious history of the 
Jewish nation, which helped them to understand the Synagogue 
Service, and inspired them to live the Jewish life. Hebrew education 
was vital in any scheme of Jewish revival. But much more vital, more 
important than either School or Synagogue, was the Home. Judaism 
was not a creed, not a set of dogmatic beliefs, but a way of living.

Albert A. Goodman's Fine Record 
GRAFTON CHAMPION AT 17 


To be only seventeen years old, yet champion of the Grafton Athletic 
Club at one mile and 880 yards and runner-up in the Middlesex junior 
(under nineteen) one mile championship two years in succession, is the 
proud record of Albert A. (ood. 
man, who has running for 
the Grafton during the last two 
scasons (writes a correspondent). 

Goodman started his Career iti 
1930 when he won the 440 yards 
and the one mile open at the 
Annual Sports Day of St. John’s 
College. Two years later he was

When the Middlesex junior (seventeen to nifeteen) championships 
came along, Goodman, beimg sixteen years old, had to obtain special 
permission to enter for the one mule. Although being the youngest com- 
petator in the race he fimshed up second, about seven yards behind the 
winner, who did 4 mins. 47 secs. It was in this race that Goodman first 
encountered 8S. Necus (who finished third), who had so far monopolised the 
A.J.Y. long distance races. Goodman’s next Grafton handicap was the 
mile which he won (off 55 yards) easily in 4 mins. 51 secs. Im the Grafton 
jyumor 880 yards championship he was placed second to Necus in 2 mins. 
lisecs. Goodman was awarded, however, a senior standard medal for 
beating 2 mins. 12 secs... In the A.A.A. junior championships, which 
attracted many entnes from Europe, Goodman was placed tenth. 

At the beginning of this year, Goodman joined the Stamford Hill 
Jewish Boys’ Club. He ran 880 vards for the Grafton in a mile relay 
medley of the Southern Amateur League, in which the Club was placed 
second. In the Middlesex League, he was placed fourth against much 
older and more experienced runners in the one mile. At the Middlesex 
jumor championship meeting he was beaten into second place in the 
mile by the winner, whose time of 4 mins. 43 secs. was a new record. 
In a match between the Grafton and Fairbairn House, Goodman accom- 
plished his best time so far for the mile by coming second in 4 mins. 
41 secs. In the Southern Counties’ junior championship, Goodman came 
third in the mile, and second in the Southern Amateur League mile in 
4 mins. 42 secs. Against Fairbairn House and Eton Manor he won the 
mile for the Grafton. 

On the occasion of the A.J.Y. sports, Goodman won the ‘‘ under 
nineteen ’’ mile easily in 4 mins. 54 secs., and in the medley relay ran a 
half-mile for his Club (Stamford Hill) in the record time of 2 mins. 7 secs. 
This time is better than the semor record. At the Grafton championship 
meeting, he won the 880 yards and the mile. In both races he beat 
R. Borstein, who has been the Club’s leading distance runner for many 
years. Goodman was chosen to represent the Old Boys against the 
Grocers’ School and won the half-mile challenge cup. Next season the 


Grafton confidently expect him to win all the leading junior championships 
in the country. 


CRICKET 


Australian “Test” Probable 


There are two young Jewish cricketers in Australia, Alexander Marks 
and Roy Levy, who, in the opinion of many critics, are quite up to Test 
standard. Both have done extremely well in inter-State cricket. In the 
course of an article in the London Eventna News on “‘ Batsmen of 
Promise,’’ Mr. J. C. Davis writes from Sydney about Marks: ‘ Besides 
the better-known Australian batsmen mentioned in my previous article, 
others, who have not been seen in England, may come into the running 
for the Tests. One of these is Alexander Marks, the Sydney left-hander, 
who has not had much encouragement from the selecters. Marks is 
twenty-six years old, and was in the running for the 1930 and 1934 
Australian elevens for England. He is of the Joe Darling rather than 
of the Clem Hill or Warren Bardsley type. A very powerful driver, 
Marks is not so dour and immovable as Joe Darling was, and yet more 
accomplished in placing the ball to the on-side. Last season, against the 
M.C.C., in two matches, Marks scored 88, 64 and 40. His best innings, 
however, was against Queensland, when the Aboriginal fast bowler, 
Gilbert, gave no end of trouble to the other batsmen. Marks scored 201, 
attacking Gilbert:as Joe Darling once attacked Tom Richardson in a 
Sydney Test. Marks is a first-class fieldsman, generally in the outfield.’*

LIGHT PARISIAN FARCE AT THE DUKE OF YORK'’S 


To translate very light Parisian farce not only into the English 
language, but also into the less mercurial medium of the English stage, 
is a task which almost defies accomplishment.

Back to the “ Western” 


“TEXAS RANGERS'’—Plaza, Piccadilly Circus (‘‘A‘’ Certificate) 

. There are thrills in plenty of the old-fashioned “Western” sort im 
this tilm of the self constituted police force of Texas of the ‘seventies 
Mail coach hold-ups, cattle rustling, a fight with Indians, a clean-up of 
it corrupt township, and a tense scene of two old tmnends and comrades 
in arms fighting a long-range revolver duel provide the principal excite- 
ments which necessitate mueh blazing away ot Ammunition, while 
bows and arrows and rocks are also brought into service as death- 
dealing weapons. Jun Hawkins, Wahoo and Sam MeGee find hold-ups 
growing both unprofitable and dangerous, so they have to break up 
their group. Jim and Wahoo find themselves driven by lack of business 
into the Texas Rangers, a body formed to clean up such public enenues 
as themselves. They see ways of doing well at ther old tine by 
utilising the information they gain as enforcers of law arid order. 

But the Major's daughter, Amanda, plays havoc with their plans, 
interfering in the way women always do on the -screen, and both 
Jim and Wahoo seem weil on the way to thorough (Western) respect- 
ability when Jim is ordered to go out after his old friend, Sam MeGee. 
The conflict between duty and friendship lands him in gaol and gains 
Wahoo a bullet from Sam, but when the claims of friendship become 
thus divided for Jim, duty wins all along the line, with love as reward. 
A fine “eome-back” for the “Western,” full of tense situations and 
breathless excitement. The three bandits are perfectly cast, Fred 
McMurray making a fine upstanding figure as Jim, Jack Oakie 
providing plenty of humour as Wahoo, and Lloyd Nolan having the 
right amount of sinister menace in his make-up. Jean Parker, as 
Amanda, has a poor part to play, and acts up to it. 


SINGENDE JUGEND "’—Academy (‘' U Certificate) 


If single stars can be the singing wonders of a film, why not a 
whole choir? Especially such.a famous choir as that of the Vienna 
Cathedral. Not that any of the choirboys shines particularly as a 
soloist in this film, not even Martin Lojda, who plays the chief part. 
But we only hear him in solo work before he joms the choir, when, 
presumably, his voice 1s untrained, so there are excuses for him. And 
as an ensemble they are given as many opportunities for bursting into 
song as any singing star of the screen, while it has to be said for the 
scenario that their outbursts are far more natural as a rule, far better 
worked into the narrative, than is usually the case with singing stars. 
The story, of a boy who gets taken off the streets into the choir, 
becomes devoted to the young housekeeper who befriends him, and 
accepts a charge of theft in order to save her from disgrace, is simple, 
but of the kind to bring out typically boyish qualities, and the scenes 
of the boys at work and play are good, though there could be more 
of them. As background, the Austrian Tyrol has a good deal to be 
said for it, and the adults who take part, particularly Julia Janssen, 
as “Sister Maria,” and Hans Olden, as the street musician who befriends 
the boy Martin, are very good. It is a pity that foreign films need 
overprinted captions in these days of talkies. This one contains some 
absurd English and at least one mistranslation in “Bring this here” 
for “Take that there.”

From quite Tires children were 
drawn into the celebration, and boys of tendet 
vears were called to the Reading of the Law 
The whole idea is to attach the youth ot ow 
people to the Jorah and it atu When thi 
Chatan Torah is called up, the Reader 
exclaims: “And by. the reward now his, may 
he be deemed worthy by God on high to 
behold children and children’s cluidren busving 
themselves im. the Torah.” Qne ot the 
defimtions of an Am Ha'aretz, an tenorant 
boor, given un the Talmud is one who does not 
instruct his children in the Zorah. The idea 
of distributing cakes and sweets to the little 
OnCs On Simchat Torah is that thier 
the Torah “sweet.” 


LEGINNING AND END 

The reason why we read the first portion of 
Genesis as well as the last of Deuteronomy 1s 
given by a medieval Rabbi as being lest Satan 
(the Accuser) should say that Israel rejoices 
when the reading of the Law is ended: so we 
iminediately begin again to imadicate that we 
rejoice also that we are able to resume hearing 
the words ol the Torah. There must be 
tion in hearing the Divine word, just as there 
must be no cessation in allowing its influence 

to permeate our hives. 

Moses’ SUCCESSOR 

T have mentioned that the Haftara ior 
Simchat Torah is’ the chapter which refers to 
Joshua as Moses’ successor. The Lawgiver was 
anxious as to a successor who should carry on 
his teaching. The particular time of the choice 
of Joshua ts significant. It was just after the 
incident of Phinehas, in righteous wrath, slay- 
ing the sinful Israelite. Through his zealous 
deed, a plague was stayed in the camp, and 
Phinehas was rewarded with “the covenant of 
an everlasting priesthood.” Moses was appre- 
hensive lest Phinehas should be chosen as his 
“successor. He was convinced that he was 
unsuitable. Phinehas was the stern judge who 
would tolerate no fault and, if a Jew sinned. 
was capable in his fiery indignation of slaying 
the offender. Moses was quite different. When. 
at the time of the making of the golden ealf. 
God declared that he would consume the 
people but would make of Moses a great 
nation, the meek lawgiver begged that he might 
rather be blotted out of God’s book than that 
the people should suffer. Phinehas could 
tolerate no Jewish sin; Moses could bear to see

no Jewish suffering. He feared that Phinehas 
would not understand the people and their 
needs and would merely be a stern judge, an 
avenging angel over them. Therefore, 1t was 
that Moses prayed that God would appoint a 
leader “that the congregation he not as sheep 
which have no. shepherd.” Thereupon the 
appointment of Joshua was notified.

The. continuity of the reading of the Law 
uuphes also a continuity of Jewish teachers 
and leaders.
